eration. 


An Initial examination of the body at 


the Cook County Morgue yesterday 
showed no indications of foul play, 
Schwartz said. 


The body was estimated to have been 


in the water about 48 hours. 


SHEHIFF'S POLICEMAN Fred Broun 


said search of the area turned up a white 
shirt, a set of keys and a wallet contain- 
ing Identification belonging to Pagni. The 
articles were found In a picnic grove 
about 170 feet from where the body was 
discovered. 


Pagni was charged last August with 


possession of hypodermic needles and 
aggravated assault following his arrest 
in Hoffman Estates by agents of the Met- 
roplltan Enforcement Group (MEG). 


The agents were attempting to serve a 


warrant on a female juvenile and found 
Pagni, along with two companions, In 
possession of the syringes. 


Police said Pagni struck a Hoffman 


Estates police officer who attempted to 
stop him from disposing of the needles. 


The MEG charges against Pagni, as 


well as a count of contributing to tho de- 
linquency of a minor, were dropped. The 
battery was reduced to simple assault. 


Ho was given six months probation af- 


ter he was found guilty of the assault 
count.

Chicago Cougars professional 


hockey tcnm nnd nn Amcricnn Basket- 
ball Association team to be named later 
will piny In a $20 million sports complex 
to be built In Roscmont, It was an- 
nounccd yesterday. 


The stadium, called the O'Hare Sports 


Arcnn, will be constructed on a 33-acrc 
silo Immediately north of the Shoration- 
O'Hare Hotel on Manhcim Road. Work 
will begin within 120 days and the arena 
may be finished in time for the 1074.1075 
hockey season, according to Roscmont 
Mayor Donald Stephens. 


The new facility will scat 18,000 per- 


sons for hockey and 19,000 for basketball 
nnd will Include parking spaces for 4,500 
autos. The site is located near Uie Kenne- 
dy Expressway nnd the Northwest nnd 
Trl-Stalo Tollways. 


THE JOINT announcement by Cougar 


nnd Roscmont officials, at a press con- 
fcrcncc at the Regency-Hyatt Hotel, end- 
cd nearly two years of speculation that 
the stadium would bo built In cither Pal- 
atine. Schnumburg or another Northwest 
suburb In which the hockey club owners 
havo property. 


Speculation persisted until three weeks 


ago that Palatine was in the forefront for 
being the home of the World Hockey As- 
soclatlon (WHA) team at a site located 
across from the Arlington Park Race 
Track on Northwest Highway. But nego- 
tiations 
with 
Palatine 
officials 
fell 


through and Roscmont was chosen. 


According to Kaiser. Roscmont was fa- 


vored because of Its central location be- 
tween the city and the suburbs and be- 
cause of the accessibility to the site via 
the three expressways. 


He said that even If Palatine would 


have matched Roscmont's offer to build 
the stadium and come up with the same 
leasing agreement, he still would have 
chosen Roscmont. But. he added, "there 
Is still a need for a facility In the Pala- 
lino area."

CONSTRUCTION of the O'Harc Sports 


Arena will mean the displacement of 40 
lo 50 families who live in houses In nn 
nrcn bounded by Mannheim Rood on the 
east. Lee Street on the west. Morse on 
tho south nnd Lunt on the north. 


The venture will be financed through 


revenue bonds with the Cougars leasing 
the building. Stephens said the stadium 
will be self-supporting and that there will 
be no cost to village residents under the 
arrangement. 


The new facility will Include lighted, se- 


cured parking for more than 4,500 cars 
nnd drivers arc expected to have no 
more than a 500-foot walk to the arena 
entrance. Also planned arc 60 luxury sky 
suites nnd 20 large boxes to accom- 
modate "special" customers.

60-day freeze on all retail prices. The in- 
formation he obtained will be used to 
help the Cost of Living Council plan for 
Phase IV. 


"In some areas Phase IV will probably 


be tougher (than Phase II), In other 
areas not so tough," Aronson said at a 
press conference. 


He did not elaborate, stressing he Is 


not part of the group that will be making 
up the guidelines. "I am only suppos- 
ing." he said. 


PHASE II included the mandatory con- 


trols on wages and prices, and limited 
increases in profits. This control was fol- 
lowed by the voluntary program of com- 
pliance In Phase III early this year. Both 
Phase II and Phase III programs wcro 
aimed at holding Inflation down to a 5.5 
per cent level. 


Aronson said the Nixon freeze has been 
"very effective In terms of prices stand- 
Ing still." He admitted, however, that 
some people such as farmers and the 
livestock raisers may be economically 
hurt by the freeze. 


"The freeze is meant to be a tempora- 


ry thing until Phase IV comes Into ef- 
fect," he said. "I think its effects will 
also be temporary." 


He said he would not be surprised if 


food prices went up after the freeze. 


ARONSON SAID he did not know how 


soon the Phase IV guidelines would be 
released, but he expects them to be 
ready sooner than the GO-day timetable 
"because people are working on them 
seven days a week." 


Aronson, a member of the council's 


Chevrolet 


branch that grants exceptions to the 
freeze, said his group had granted only a 
few exceptions, three of them in the 
meat industry. 


"I think that's because there has been 


a price ceiling on meat since March, and 
the freeze has only been on since June 
13," he said. "This Is a freeze and If you 
grant a lot of exceptions to it there will 
be no freeze." 


He said he didn't think that anyone has 


been prosecuted for violating the freeze. 
"A warning Is sufficient," he said. 


Roger Beck of the Chicago IRS, said 


his agency has received 500 complaints 
of freeze violations. He said that when 
the IRS found a violation, it pointed it 
out and the business quickly rolled back 
its prices.

School board, 
teachers open 
legal ivarfare 


The battle Is joined. Dlst. 207 teachers 


will flic a lawsuit against the school 
board and the board has threatened to 
file a counter suit. 


Dcwane Barnes, president of the teach- 


ers' union, said the Maine Teachers' As- 
sociation (MTA) Is meeting Thursday to 
decide when to file the lawsuit which will 
charge the board with Illegally terminal- 
Ire salary talks. 


School Board Pros. Robert 
Claus 


threatened the lawsuit In a letter to 
Bnrncs July 6. 


"In considering whether to Initiate le- 


gal proceedings, you should also know 
that any such action will result in the 
district's protecting Its Interests and pur- 
suing such other remedies as are avail- 
able to It, Including the prosecuting of 
counter claims against your organiza- 
tion." he wrote. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD abruptly can- 


celed salary talks early this June, charg- 
ing the MTA with breaking the "gag 
rule" which says neither side can talk 
about the negotiations without prior ap- 
proval from the other side. 


The MTA has denied breaking this 


rule. Barnes said that though teachers 
did talk about negotiations, the negotiat- 
ing team never revealed specifics con- 
cerning talks. 


Two days after the board canceled the 


talks and gave teachers a new salary 
packase which gives an Increase ranging 
from 2.7 per cent to 5 per cent, the MTA 
voted to file a lawsuit in an attempt to 
force the board back to the bargaining 
table. 


Barnes nald the MTA Is Interested In 


developing a new ncaotlating contract 
and talking about salarv raises. The 
negotiating contract spells out proce- 
dures for negotiations and what defines 
the Horn* that can be negotiated. Teach- 
ers want the "gag rule" eliminated and 
want a larger voice In working condi- 
tions, such as evaluations, grievance 
procedures and class size. 


Before filing the suit, the MTA lead- 


ership decided to poll the teachers and 
find out how much suooort they had. 
Clnus had accused the MTA of represent- 
ing only a minority of teachers. 


IN A MTA conducted poll, the union dis- 


covered that 83 per cent of those voting 
and 67 per cent of the entire faculty sup- 
ported the union. 


Barnes sent these figures to the school 


board Juno in and asked that negotia- 
tions be resumed. If they weren't, he 
threatened, the MTA would flic their law- 
suit. 


Three weeks later, he got his reply. 


Claus, In his July 0 letter, said, "Nothing 
which has come to our attention since 
June 8, 1073 (when negotiations were 
ended) has led us to believe that our ac- 
tions In those respects were anything oth- 
er than correct and consistent with the 
responsibilities of the board of educa- 
tion." 


Ho said he hoped the MTA would not 


go to the expense of legal action and use 
money which could bo put to better use 
In the school curriculum or in paying 
teachers' salaries. 


It was also in this letter that he first 


Indicated the board would file counter 
charges.

"They don't 
object to the mausoleum, as much as 
they do to the height, as I understand 
It." 


Winter said the residents who did at- 


tend the meeting Monday, were "very 
pleasant, but I really couldn't tell If we 
persuaded anyone or not." 


"The city council probably just wanted 


to hear both sides of the story and now 
everyone will havo to wait for how they 
decide on the reconsideration," Whiter 
said.

Elaine Edfors 
Woman in murder case found 


Elaine Edfors, the 34-year-old Rolling 


Meadows woman who escaped from El- 
gin State Hospital last month, will be re- 
turned to custody of the hospital, Chicago 
police said yesterday. 


Mrs. Edfors, who was found innocent 


by reason of insanity of the Feb. 26 mur- 
ders of her daughters was found late 
Monday in a downtown Chicago hotel un- 
conscious from an apparent overdose of 
drugs. 


A maid at the Allerton Hotel, 701 N. 


Michigan, found Mrs. Edfors lying un- 
conscious under her bed in Room 1723, a 
hotel spokesman said yesterday. She was 
taken by a Chicago Fire Department am- 
bulance to Northwestern-Wesley Memor- 
ial Hospital where she was treated for 
the drug overdose. A Chicago police 
spokesman yesterday called the incident 
an apparent suicide attempt. 


MRS. EDFORS was reported in fair 


condition yesterday morning by a hospi- 
tal spokesman. She was later transferred 
by police to Chicago-Read Mental Health 
Center in Chicago. 


Police had been searching for the 


woman since June 16 when Elgin Hospi- 
tal reported her escape. Mrs. Edfors had 
apparently walked out the hospital after 
obtaining a pass from another patient at 
the hospital. 


Circuit Court Judge Louis Garippo had 


ordered Mrs. Edfors sent to the hospital

after declaring her innocent by reason of 
insanity of the murders of her daughters. 
The girls, Pamela, 8, and Debbie, 9, 
were found bludgeoned to death with a 
hammer in their home at 3600 Jay Lane 
on Feb. 26. Mrs. Edfors was found lying 
unconscious near the girls with self-in- 
flicted cuts on her wrists and throat. 


ACCORDING TO a hotel spokesman, 


Mrs. Edfors checked into the Allerton 
late Sunday under the name of Mrs. Pat 
Gasman of Memphis, Tenn. The spokes- 
man said hotel policy calls for patrons to 
give the name of their employer, If any, 
when registering. He said Mrs. Edfors 
told a clerk she was employed by a Dr. 
F. Sailer. 


The spokesman said the clerk assumed 


the name belonged to a Memphis doctor. 


According to the spokesman, she paid 


for the hotel room in cash. Police said 
Mrs. Edfors also had several charge 
cards under the name of Pat Casman, 
but no address was listed. 


Police said yesterday they have not de- 


termined whether the cards were forged 
or taken from someone. 


The hotel spokesman described Mrs. 


Edfors as seeming "quite normal" when 
she registered at the hotel. He added 
there was no way of knowing whether 
the woman had seen any visitors while at 
the hotel. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Edfors' where- 


abouts in the three weeks since her es- 
cape were not known. Police have been 
unable to determine where she received 
money as well. 


A police department spokesman said 


Mrs. Edfors was in a coma when she 
was found late Monday but added when 
she was revived a short time later she 
was "very hostile and creating a disturb- 
ance." 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis R. 


Case said yesterday official confirmation 
of Mrs. Edfors' return had not yet been 
sent to the department or to the woman's 
husband, Thomas. Thomas Edfors and 
the couple's third child, Timmie, 6, have 
moved out of their Rolling Meadows 
home and are living in the Chicago area.

Maine Township High School Dlst. 207 


will hold a possible $5 million referen- 
dum during the next school year. The 
money will be used to complete Maine 
North, the district's newest high school. 


A successful referendum's effect on 


taxes Is as yet unknown. Harold Mark- 
worth, business 
manager, estimated 


taxes could remain the same or increase 
up to 7 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


The district is presently paying off 


bonds on a previous referendum and if a 
new one is not passed, taxes will de- 
crease. If the referendum passes, this 
might bring taxes up to their present lev- 
el — or slightly higher. 


The referendum was discussed at Mon- 


day night's school board meeting after 
the board unanimously voted to construct 
a swimming pool, auditorium and wood 
shop at the partially completed Maine 
North building. 


Supt, Richard Short said the board was 


probably talking about building 100,000 
square feet hi all. "I doubt if the kinds of 
areas we are involved with could be built 
for under $50 a square foot," he said. 


THAT WOULD make it necessary to 


hold a referendum for at least $5 million. 
Short said he will talk with the architect 
and others to get a better estimate of the 
probable cost. 


The referendum, said 
Markworth, 


would probably be held early In spring. 
The last successful one, for $15 million, 


was passed six years ago after three 
tries. 


Board member Leonard Grazlan said 


it would take a good deal of selling to 
pass the referendum. "We're more or less 


the tail and we have to wag the dog," he 
said. 


Maine North is the only one of the four 


district schools that does not have a 
swimming pool, auditorium or woodshop. 
It was designed to be built in two phases 
to handle the once steadily increasing en- 
rollment in the district. The first phase is 
finished. The second calls for a swim- 
ming pool, auditorium, woodshop and 
additional classrooms. 


Enrollment has not increased as much 


as expected and appears to have reached 
a peak, according to administrative fig- 
ures. 


Enrollment figures from elementary 


schools indicate the district will be ex-' 
periencing declining enrollments in a few 
years. 


Additional classrooms at North will not 


be needed, but the school still needs the 
other facilities, Short said. 


Maine North students have occasion- 


ally used the pools and auditoriums of 
the other three district schools. Wood 
shop classes hi those schools are full. 


Short told the Maine North parents at- 


tending the meeting, sharing facilities 
could not be done to any extent. He said 
it would take half a day to bus students 


Blood shortage being felt 
in Northwest suburbs, too 


The blood shortage that is seriously af- 


fecting the City of Chicago also Is being 
felt in the Northwest suburbs, according 
to Joel Johnson, of the North Suburban 
Blood Center. 


The shortage in Chicago has alredy 


hurt several city hospitals, particularly 
those In the inner city. Johnson said that 
while suburban hospitals aren't post- 
poning surgery yet because of the short- 
age, the effects are being felt. 


"WE SEEM TO be holding our own 


now, but at the same time we're feeling 
the pinch too," he said. 


Burt Chotlner, vice president for ad- 


ministration at the Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, said the hospital is extend- 
ing iti hours for blood donation to the 
evening for the duration of the shortage. 
The hospital will accept blood donations 
Tuesdays and Thursdays during the day 
and hi the evening. 


Chotlner said anyone interested In do- 


nating blood to the hospital should con- 
tact the hospital's blood bank. 


The North Suburban Blood Center pro- 


vides blood for all of the north and 
Northwest suburban hospitals except for 
Skokie Valley Community Hospital In 
Skokie. The center has an inventory con- 
trol system which relays information on 
which hospitals need blood. Johnson said 
that blood donations are now coming in 
at a much slower rate than usual, rel- 
ative to the demand for blood. 


ACCORDING TO Marion Fuji!, an ad- 


minlstratlve assistant at .the center, the 
present 
shortage occurs every year 


around this time. 


"It's a traditional kind of shortage 


we're having. Every summer we go 
through the same thing, basclally be- 
cause of the heat," she said. 


Mrs. Fujil said that when the weather 


Is very hot donations fall off. "People 
just don't show up to give. They just do 
not think it's that important," she said. 


Mrs. Fujil said that while all typs of 


blood are needed, the most common 
types, 0-negatlve and 0-posltive, are 
needed the most.

Arlington Heights attorney Donald L. 


Norman emerged as the frontrunnlng 
candidate to succeed James L. McCnbo 
as Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mltteeman In the wake of McCabc's sur- 
prise resignation Monday night. 


Norman, who opposed McCabe for the 


commltteoman's post in 1966 and sub- 
sequently became McCabc's reelection 
campaign manager, was the only one of 
a number of possible successors to ex- 


press on active interest in taking over 
the post. 


McCabc's resignation, known to only a 


handful of party regulars beforehand, 
was announced by him at a meeting of 
the township Democratic organization 
Monday night. He asked a committee 
composed of Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights, Peter Wenzcl, or- 
ganization treasurer, and Lorena Ste- 
vens, secretary, to recommend candi- 
dates for the post before tho organlza- 
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by Wandalyn Ri«c 


A good many television viewers are be- 


ginning to believe the Senate Watergate 
hearings are one of the best shows on 
television. 


And, 
for those who hold that opinion, 


I'd like to recommend a local, even long- 
er-running show that may be a substitute 
when tho hearings go Into one of their 
periodic recesses. 


Tho show Is provided by the Arlington 


Heights Plan Commission, a noble body 
that has long been the scourge of slippe- 
ry lawyers and venal developers. 


Tho plan commissioners, led by chair- 


man O.V. Anderson, who bears at least 
some resemblance to Sen. Sam Ervln, 
even If he does lack the- Southern drawl 
and the eyebrows, have gotten the art of 
questioning petitioners down to a fine 
art. 


Developers who breeze in convinced 


tho village will bo honored to have a new 
tlcky-tacky housing development, quickly 
run up against questions about flooding, 
traffic and quality of life. 


TWO WEEKS AGO the commissioners 


turned their attention to another govern- 
mental body instead of a developer — 
and officials of Harper College In Pala- 
tine found themselves facing some tough 
questions. 


Harper was asking the village to desig- 


nate a piece of land at Palatine and 
Schocnbcck roads for educational pur- 
poses — meaning that any private devel- 
oper with plans for the land would be 
held up for a year to give Harper the 
opportunity to buy it for use as a second 
campus. 


The only snag was that the land is 


owned by tho Mayo Foundation, the non- 
profit agency which runs the Mayo Clin- 
ic, and they opposed the action because 
It would make It much more difficult for 
the foundation to sell the land to a pri- 
vate developer. In addition, Mayo offi- 
cials said they doubted that Harper 
would ever need the site. 


Harper Vice Prcs. William Mann and 


the college's attorney made the case for 
Harper sound very clear. Harper's en- 
rollment Is approaching the level which 
stale guidelines say require a second 
campus, the proposed site Is centrally lo- 
cated for the district's population and the 
school now only has to wait for approval 
from the state board of higher education 
and the junior college board in order to 
buy tho land. 


THE COMMISSIONERS In their ques- 


tions, however, quickly pointed out the 
areas of uncertainty surrounding Har- 
per's request. This isn't an exact tran- 
script, but here's how some of the ques- 
tioning went: 


The questioning started with Comr. 


Madeline Schroedor: "Dr. Mann, you 
have problems with the soil on your pre- 
sent site (the site has a bog in the middle 
of It). How do you know you won't have 
tho same problem on this site?" 


Mann: "We don't. Once the village 


takes action we could get on the site to 
take soil borings, but we haven't done 
that yet." 


Schrocder: What effect would annexa- 


tion of other areas to the Harper district 
have on this site? (All parts of Illinois 
are supposed to be in a junior college 
district by next year and some specula- 
tion has centered on the chances of 
Northflold Township on the North Shore 
or other areas annexing to the Harper 
district.) 


Mann: "Two years ago, we decided we 


would do our planning based on our 
existing boundaries. It's my opinion that 
those areas are not going to be coming 
our way." 


Mrs. Schroeder then said she had been 


a member of the citizens group that had 
suggested a second campus for Harper. 
Because of uncertainties about the need 
for It, she said, her committee had rec- 
ommended that Harper form a task force 
to further study the question. "Did you 
do that, Dr. Mann." 


Mann: "No we did not. The board did 


not accept that part of the recommenda- 
tion. The board took the Information and 
mode its decision." 


Comr. Leo Mueller: "Dr. Mann, may I 


conclude that the only reason for seeking 
this action from the village is to guaran- 
tee that you'll have a site, but you have 
no insurance that this will be the site." 


Mann replied that the college had ex- 


pected approval by the board of higher 
education to be routine until they found 
out the guidelines calling for a second 
campus for schools reaching a certain 
size was being questioned. "Once the 
guideline Is firmed up, for the college 
that comes after us, it will be a routine 
matter," he said. 


THE QUESTIONING had turned up 


some weaknesses in Harper's case. Col- 
lege officials have no guarantee that the 
guideline for providing a second campus 
will be "firmed up" as Mann said, or 
whether the state will decide to keep all 
colleges to one campus. In addition, the 
college didn't know whether the soil on 
the proposed site was suitable and had 
not formed a committee to study what 
Mrs. Schroeder called "uncertainties" 
before looking for a site. 


The representatives of Mayo got a few 


licks from the commissioners too. Comr. 
Norman Brcycr listened to their argu- 
ments that they needed to sell the land 
and Invest the money from the sale as 
quickly as possible and said, "I'm a little 
bothered by this mercenary approach 
from a foundation that receives a tax ex- 
emption." 


When the commissioners finally took 


their vote, four voted In favnor of Har- 
per's request, one (Mueller) voted 
against It and the rest passed. Lacking a 
clear consensus, the commission sent the 
proposal to the Arlington Heights Village 
Board for final action without a definite 
recommendation. 


None of the questions raised by the 


commissioners indicate that Harper does 
not need a second campus or that the 
Pnlntine-Schoenbock site will not be a 
good one. However, the questions do 
mean two things. 


First, it indicates that the Plan Com- 


mission has every intention of asking all 
possible questions of every petitioner — 
even Harper. 


Second, It probably means that Harper 


should make sure they prepare some 
good answers to all questions that may 
come up. Eventually, Harper will have to 
h a v e a referendum on the pur- 
chase cf the site and It won't help if 
Madeline Schroeder is still saying, as she 
said when she voted, "I'm rather sad 
that the college did not take up our rec- 
ommendation to form a citizens com- 
mittee to study this. Perhaps we should 
take a little more time to look at the 
factors involved."

All three members of the committee 


named by McCabe were cited by various 
members of the organization as potential 
successors to the commltteeman's post. 


HOWEVER, MRS. Chapman said her 


duties as a legislator would preclude tak- 
ing on the committeeman's job, and 
Wenzcl sold his personal business would 
not allow him to accept the responsi- 
bility. 


Mrs. Stevens, who has acted as nearly 


a fulltimo secretary to the party organi- 
zation during McCabe's tenure, said that 
she would consider the job if It were of- 
fered to her, but indicated she would not 
actively seek appointement by the pre- 
cinct captains. 


She emphasized she did not wish to en- 


ter a contest with Norman for the post. 
President of the township Democratic 
Women's Organization, her term expires 
at the end of this year. 


Norman, a precinct captain in Arling- 


ton Heights since 1962, has extensive cre- 
dentials and widespread friendship with- 
in the organization. He said yesterday 
he is interested in the commltteeman's 
post, but would not campaign extensive- 
ly for the job. 


One Democrat said that "Norman has 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove sewed up," 
and can probably have the job if he 
wants it.

WASHINGTON - Son. Robert C. Byrd, 


the assistant Senate Democratic leader, 
had a good Idea.

not detract from its merit. 


What Byrd wanted to do was shorten 


the time span of political campaigns and 
in that fashion cut the cost of running for 
office and whittle away the apathy-pro- 
ducing boredom created by too much 
stumping. 


SO, HE introduced a bill setting the 


first Tuesday in October as the date for 
federal elections instead of the present 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November. 


Perhaps in deference to his leadership 


post and to his membership on the com- 
mittee, the bll zipped through the Senate 
Rules Committee with blinding speed. 


It was only after Its emergence from 


the committee that two important flaws 
began to stand out: 


• October is filled with Jewish high 


holy days, which could keep Jewish vot- 
ers disenfranchised. 


• College students do not get to school 


until the second or third week in Septem- 
ber and could not fulfill the 30-day resi- 
dency requirement in time to vote. 


GAMELY, BYRD fixed up the bill and 


changed the date for federal elections to 
the first Tuesday — rather than the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday — in the 
month of November. 


More intriguing, however, was that 


Byrd put the bill on the "must" calendar 
of legislation that had to get through be- 
fore Congress left for the Independence 
Day recess. 


The urgency to pass the bill was diffi- 


cult to fathom. For instance, it would 
have no effect on the 1976 presidential 
election. 


In that year, Monday is Nov. 1 and 


Tuesday is Nov. 2, making it still the 
first Tuesday after the first Monday. 


Nevertheless, Byrd squeezed the bill 


into the crowded docket where it ran into 
more trouble. 


It was pointed out on the floor that 24 


states would have to rewrite their con- 
stitutions or hold separate federal and 
state elections, perhaps a day apart, a 
fact which Byrd knew. 


AS A RESULT, Byrd finally caved in 


and left the date of the election as is. 


But intact, as passed, was a provision 


that the national conventions "shall" be- 
gin the third Monday in August. That 
means that the Democrats and Republi- 
cans will have to hold their conventions 
at the same time, also an intriguing 
thought. 


The bill has one saving grace. At- 


tached was an amendment by Sen. Hu- 
bert H. Humphrey making election day a 
national holiday — whenever it may be.

State aid bill 
deserves OK 


Sometime within the next few 


\fooks Gov. Daniel Walker will act 
on the new state school aid bill 
passed by the Illinois General As- 
sembly. We urge him to sign it as 
It stands and in addition, we ap- 
Rjaud the General Assembly for 
enacting the bill, which marks the 
first major change in the way the 
state has funded schools for many 
years. 
:-Thc new aid bill, called a "re- 
spiirce equalizer," has been de- 
signed to help narrow the gap be- 
Ijvccn wealthy and poor school dis- 
tttcts. 
I Under the bill, nearly all school 
districts will eventually receive 
large increases in state aid. (High 
School Dist. 214 estimates it will 
receive about $1 million more once 
tbc new formula is fully funded 
than it would have received under 
the old formula.) 
«Under the resource equalizer, 
each district in the state will be 
guaranteed a certain assessed 
prppcrty tax valuation per pupil. 
Elementary districts will be guar- 
anteed $64,615 assessed value per 
pupil and each high school district 
will be guaranteed $120,000 per pu- 
pil. 


• As a result of those guarantees, 
poorer school districts will get the 
same amount of revenue from 
tfceir property tax rates as wealthy 
districts, which now profit hand- 
somely from high valued property. 
Very wealthy districts whose as- 
sessed values already exceed the 


guarantee would not lose money 
under the new formula. 


Because the bill calls for sub- 


stantial increases in state support 
of schools its sponsors have pro- 
vided that full use of the formula 
will be phased in over a four-year 
period. This year the bill will pro- 
vide $139 million more in state 
school aid than was provided last 
year. 


When the Governor considers 


what action he will take on the re- 
source equalizer bill, he will face 
the problem that it exceeds his own 
budget request by about $5 million. 


While we realize the govenor 


will have to cut back on many of 
the appropriations passed by the 
legislature, the resource equalizer 
should be allowed to take effect as 
it is now. 


The new formula will undoubt- 


edly need some revision over the 
next few years, since any new sys- 
tem needs to be "shaken down" in 
operation. 


However, by passing the re- 


source equalizer the Illinois Gener- 
al Assembly has taken a major 
step forward in educational fi- 
nance. The 1970 Constitution said 
the 
state would assume the 


"primary" responsibility for fi- 
nancing education, but many be- 
lieved the state would back away 
from that commitment. 


It has not backed away, and 


schools and school children in the 
state- should be better off because 
of the legislature's action. 


Fieldhouse's needed 


• The Harper College physical edu- 
cation program is one step away 
from being rescued from the dis- 
aster resulting from last month's 
fire In the college's fieldhousc. 
'.The bill, authorizing $1.6 million 
in an emergency appropriation for 
» new fieldhousc replacing the one 
destroyed in the fire, is on Gov. 
Daniel Walker's desk. 
;We urge the governor to sign it 
so that work can get underway on 
the facility, which will be ready in 
about two years. 
• As we said in a June 21 editorial, 
\je believe Harper deserves special 


state help to replace the facility 
which will provide space for pro- 
grams serving large numbers of 
Northwest suburban residents. 


Gov. Walker will have to leaf 


through many appropriations bills 
that are waiting on his desk. Be- 
cause the number of appropria- 
tions passed by the legislature far 
exceed the governor's budget, we 
realize many bills will face veto. 


The Harper appropriation should 


be one of the bills that is signed. 
This is $1.6 million that would be 
well spent. 


Misquoting Nixon

•Latest person to misuse a sup- 
npscd statement by Richard Nixon 
is -politlcnl scientist James Barber 
of Duke University. In an interview 
with the editors of the Washington 
Monthly, he suggested that the 
President might try to create a 
new crisis to make people forget 
the current one over Watergate. 
•"Remember," said Barber, tak- 
ing a rather long leap of logic, 
"Nixon Invaded Cambodia right af- 
ter the Senate rejected G. Harrold 
Carswell for the Supreme Court. 
Remember, also the President's 
statement, made just after his re-

Nixon tripped by privilege stand

WASHINGTON, D.C. - President Nix 


on's various positions on executive privl 
lege provide the strongest corroboratloi 
there Is for John W. Dean's testlmon> 
that the President was a knowing party 
to the obstruction of justice in the Water- 
gate cover-up. 


Even without Dean's testimony of his 


conversations with the President in the 
10-month deception of the American 
people, President Nixon's public state- 
ments seeking to hide the record would 
constitute a strong circumstantial case of 
a knowing cover-up. 


Without Dean's testimony, there is 


proof of a White House cover-up con- 
spiracy of the Nixon re-election com- 
mittee's Involvement in the planning and 
financing of the burglary and bugging of 
the Democratic headquarters at the Wa- 
tergate. 


These facts were established last fall: 
• President Nixon's re-election com- 


mittee was the major beneficiary of the 
efforts to burglarize the Democratic 
headquarters lost June 17. 


• Two former White House employes 


— convicted Watergate conspirators E. 
Howard Hunt and G. Gordon Liddy — 
were Indicted last Sept. 15, along with 
James McCord, Jr., the security coor- 
dinator for the Nixon re-election com- 
mittee. 
• More than $235,000 In Nixon re-elec- 


tion committee funds had been paid to 
Llddy In connection with the Watergate 
project. 
Those facts were known, to the public 


and, we would assume, had to be known 
to President Nixon. He had the greatest 
stake in the outcome of the Watergate 
investigation by the federal grand jury, 
in stopping the depositions in the multi- 
million-dollar damage suit filed by the 
Democrats and in turning off the In- 
vestigation by the House Banking and 
Currency Committee. 


It was not necessary to know what 


Dean knew about the perjury of Jeb S. 
Magruder, the deputy campaign director, 
before the federal grand jury, the coordi-

natcd perjury of Magruder's assistant 
Herbert Porter or the thousands of dol- 
lars in "hush money" that had been paid 
to the seven defendants. 


In the face of this, President Nixon 


told the public that an Investigation by 
John Dean had cleared present White 
House personnel ana Nixon re-election 
committee personnel of any involvement 
with Watergate. 


President Nixon defended the thor- 


oughness and objectivity of "John Dean's 
investigation" of the Watergate matter, 


without so much as discussing it with 
Dean who could have told him there had 
been no investigation. 


President Nixon also defended the ob- 


jectivity and thoroughness of then Attor- 
ney General Richard Kleindienst and of 
Acting FBI Chief L. Patrick Gray, two 
Nixon Administration appointees, in an 
investigation that involved a Nixon cam- 
paign committee and a Nixon White 
House. This was a blindness at best. 


The President admitted, on May 22, 


that he actually had a conversation with 
Pat Gray as far back as July 6, 1972, in 
which Gray warned him that some of his 
highest White House aides might be in- 
volved in a cover-up. 


Gray has testified and President Nixon 


has publicly admitted that the conversa- 
tion Involved the question of using the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) to 
limit the FBI investigation of the Water- 
gate matter. 


Against that background of President 


Nixon's admissions of awareness of 
Gray's warnings and his continued limi- 
tation of the FBI investigation of the Wa- 
tergate, he met with John Dean on Sept. 
15, 1972, to commend him for a "good 
job." 


It is difficult to believe that the Presi- 


dent notified White House Chief of Staff 
H. R. (Bob) Haldeman to have Dean 
come by the oval office for a routine 
thank you. 


Likewise, the whole battle between 


President Nixon and Senate committees 
In February, March, and April of 1973 
over executive privilege was inconsistent 
with the recent White House line that 
President Nixon wanted to make a clean 
breast of things from some point In Feb- 
ruary. 


Under the executive privilege doctrine, 


President Nixon Initially refused to allow 
John Dean or other White House wit- 
nesses to appear before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee and the Senate Se- 
lect Committee on the grounds that the 
executive branch can't be required to di- 
vulge confidential material to other 
branches of government. 


President Nixon's view on executive 


privilege hardened to the point where he 
tried to cover testimony of not only all 
present but all former officials of the ex- 
ecutive branch. 


On A p r i l 12, Attorney General 


Kleindienst even claimed the principle 
would allow the President to bar con- 
gressional 
access to witnesses and 


records of the executive branch in an Im- 
peachment proceeding. The Kleindienst 
line had initial approval of the White 
House, but was abandoned after receiv- 
ing an extremely hostile reception. 


The abandonment of the extreme posi- 


tion on executive privilege came on April 
17, a few days after the President and 
his top aides learned that John Dean had 
talked with federal prosecutors about the 
Watergate cover-up and had implicated 
Haldeman and Special Assistant John D. 
Ehrlichman. 


Although the President now tells us 


that he launched "intensive new in- 
quiries" into the Watergate affair as a 
result of "serious charges" he learned on 
March 21, the White House press office 
reported that the President had "total 
and complete confidence" hi Dean as 
late as March 28,1973. 


The President announced the resigna- 


tion of Dean, Ehrlichman and Haldeman 
on April 30. He barely mentioned Dean 
but characterized Ehrlichman and Hal- 
deman as "two of the finest public ser- 
vants it has been my privilege to know." 


He added, "I want to stress that in ac- 


cepting these resignations (of Ehrlich- 
man and Haldeman) I mean to leave no 
i m p l i c a t i o n whatever of personal 
wrongdoing on their part." By contrast, 
there have been continued attacks on 
Dean by White House officials as "the 
principal actor" in the now admitted Wa- 
tergate cover-up. 


The silence of the President, his de- 


fense of Haldeman and Ehrlichman and 
the assaults on John Dean are more con- 
sistent with a continuing White House 
conspiracy than with a presidential effort 
to get all the facts out on the table. 


Whatever Haws of character John 


Dean possessed when he joined the White 
House staff in July, 1970, were accen- 
tuated by his association with the evil 
corruptive secrecy that permeated the 
Nixon White House. 
" He was young, ambitious and ready to 
engage in illegal activity to please his 
superiors. Is he worse than the Fagans 
for whom he worked?

Brown Jr., like Alexander tho Great, Is 
never happy unless ho has new worlds to 
conquer. 


Tills tlmo around tho man who built 


Kentucky Fried Chicken Into tho world's 
largest commercial food operation wants 
to sell tho American public on tho need 
to "buy back Its government." 


Brown, 30, will sponsor a six-hour 


prlmo tlmo national telethon Sept. 15 
over NBC-TV In on effort to get tho 
Democratic party out of hock. 


"Actually," said the Kcntucklan with 


tho boyish smile and wide-eyed look, 
"tho $D million \ve hope to raise through 
audience contributions really Is meant to 
save tho two-party system and restore 
morality to tho political process." 


BROWN ARGUES that it's Impossible 


to havo a two-party system when one 
party has J50 million to spend and tho 
other Is $9 million in debt. He also 
doesn't think big contributions should bo 
allowed. "Nothing over, say, »3,000; I 
just don't believe In Santa Glaus," said 
Brown, Implying that big contributions 
lead to big favors being asked and given, 
leading to a general breakdown in politi- 
cal morality. "From shady favor-giving 
we got Into the whole bit — spying, bug- 
ging, espionage," he said. "If a lot of 
little people stepped in with their small 
contributions they could regain control of 
their parties." 


Raising $0 million from the "little 


people" might seem optimistic, but 
Brown has proved his salesmanship be- 
fore. 


As a port time door-to-door salesman 


for Encyclopaedia Brltannica during un- 
dergraduate days at tho University of 
Kentucky Law School, he made more 
than $23,000 a year. 


FOUR YEARS after graduation from 


law school, Brown bought tho rights to 
Colonel Harlnnd Sanders' recipe for fried 
chicken and franchising history was 
made. In seven years Kentucky Fried 
Chicken was worth about $300 million. 
Because of stock Incentive plans Brown 
at one time hod 25 millionaires working 
for him at KFC. 


"That wore mo out; I was a basket 


case and had to get my head on again," 
said Brown. "So I sold out, or rather 


merged It, with Hcublcin Inc. and stayed 
on as chairman of tho board." 


/(though he brushed off suggestions 


that he sold KFC to try politics, it's 
known he has an eye on a U.S. Senate 
scat, a spot for which his father cam- 
paigned unsuccessfully seven times. 


When politics failed to jell, Brown 


bought Lums Restaurants for $4 million. 
It's a 350-outlct chain featuring beer and 
hotdogs and has about $70 million In 
sales. "The one thing It needed was 
quality food with a uniqueness," said 
Brown. He thinks he's found it in tho 
shape of an "Olllcburgcr" created by an 
Archie Bunker type man from South 
Miami who has been cooking ham- 
burgers for 37 years. 


"I BELIEVE Ollle Glclchcnhaus could 


be another Colonel Sanders," says 
Brown. Ollle, a put-on artist who insults 
customers if they ask for mustard or ket- 
chup, says he uses 32 spices and a spe- 
cial sauce In cooking his 'burgers in a 
waffle-Iron type grill. 


The "Ollleburger" Is being featured at 


Lums restaurant and also is being 
geared for franchising. Brown and his 
crew arc busy selling "Ollle's Trolley" 
which he predicts will be another Ken- 
tucky Fried Chicken. 


The first "Trolley" was opened up four 


months ago In Louisville. "It has a $100 a 
day break-even figure and already Is tak- 
ing In about $600," says Brown. They 
also have been sold In Atlanta, New Or- 
leans, Dallas, Houston, Cincinnati, Co- 
lumbus, Detroit, Los Angeles and San 
Diego. Brown expects to have 150 of his 
"Trolleys" on track by the end of the 
year.

ment In principle to acquire All Ameri- 
can Life & Financial Corp., of Chicago 
through a tax-free plan of reorganization. 
The announcement was made jointly by 
Gordon E. Crosby, Jr., chairman of the 
board and chief executive officer of US- 
LIFE and John W. Gardiner, president 
and chief executive officer of All Ameri- 
can. 


Under the terms of the agreement, 3 of 


a share of USLIFE common stock will be 
exchanged for each share of All Ameri- 
can common stock. The total transaction 
involves approximately 1,800,000 shares 
of USLIFE common stock which has an 
approximate value of $93 million based 
on the current market price for USLIFE 
common stock. 


As a part of the transaction, the stock 


of O'Hare International Bank, a sub- 
sidiary of All American, would be dis- 
tributed to the All American share- 
holders. 


The plan of reorganization is subject to 


the approval of a majority of the All 
American shareholders, at least 662/3 
per cent of the USLIFE shareholders, 
and the approval of the appropriate regu- 
latory authorities. 


All American conducts, through All 


American Life & Casualty Co, and Gen- 
eral United Life Insurance Co., a life, 
accident and health and casualty Insur- 
ance business. It also conducts a banking 
business and operates seven Holiday Inn 
motels.

For homeowners faced with the prob- 


lem of having to sell a house, and sell It 
fast, there's a new wrinkle In real estate 
brokerage making it possible for the 
owner to unload in a hurry, and get his 
cash out. 


Two new wrinkles, in fact. Two organi- 


zations, involving nationwide networks of 
some 2,300 brokers, offer plans for taking 
a house off the owner's hands. One pro- 
vides Immediate cash for most of the 
owner's equity, the other a guaranteed 
fast sale. 


One broker group operates under the 


name, Tho Gallery of Homes, or GH for 
short. It embraces some 300 affiliated 
brokers, operating GOO offices in 40 
states, according to the McGraw-Hill 
publication, "Business Week Letter." 


THE GH PLAN offers a homeowner 80 


per cent of his equity at once, the re- 
maining 20 per cent when the house is 
sold. GH brokers make their own esti- 
mate of the selling price. Subtract from 
this tho balance due on any mortgage 
loan, the closing costs, brokerage fees, 
any FHA "points" or other costs, and 
what's left Is the owner's equity. 


His 80 per cent is received at once, In 


tho form of a GH voucher. "It's as good 
as cash, to other brokers," says editor 
Jane Qulnn of "Business Week Letter." 
Any other broker you deal with should 
accept It as down payment. 


Since the house hasn't actually been 


sold yet, the amount of the voucher is in 
reality a loan — the equivalent of a sec- 
ond mortgage, and you're charged Inter- 
est at the prevailing rate in your area. 


Interest payments arc deferred for six 


months, however, unless the house is 
sold sooner. In that case the accrued In- 
terest Is subtracted from the balance of 
the equity due the owner — along with a 
charge of $50 to $100 for preparation of

The second plan, offered by a network 


of some 2,000 brokers known as Potcre, 
guarantees a buyout within GO or 90 days, 
rather than making an advance on the 
owner's equity. 


Sale at a fixed price Is guaranteed, the 


price being determined by appraisal. 
Again the mortgage loan balance, closing 
costs, brokerage fee and other expenses 
of sale are deducted, along with a 1 .per 
cent service fee. 


IF A SALE hasn't been closed within 


the specified 60 to 90 days, the owner 
gets cash for his net equity at that time, 
but continues to pay a monthly service 
fee of 1 to 2 per cent, for a maximum of 
six months or until the house is sold, 
whichever comes first. 


Either of these plans is obviously going 


to cost an owner something, above the 
normal expenses of selling a house. 


Under the GH plan, in addition to the 


$50 to $100 service fee, you pay interest 
at prevailing second-mortgage rates until 
the house Is sold — presumably, in- 
definitely. 


Under the Potere plan, If the house 


hasn't been sold by the specified closing 
date, the charges could total 6 to 12 per 
cent of the owner's equity, if the house 
remains unsold for as long as six 
months. 


Even so, the cost of having the house 


taken off your hands quickly could be 
well worth It. Anyone who's experienced 
a forced quick move, and wound up own- 
Ing two houses for a time, can testify to 
the severe drain this Imposes on the fam- 
ily budget.

Superallergic to insects? 


take proper precautions

NEW YORK (UPI) — If you are like 


most humans, a bee sting will hurt and 
annoy you. It may Interfere with the col- 
lection of strawberries or the pursuit of 
summer fun. 


You tweeze out the stinger, slap wet 


mud on the injured part or follow other 
ordinary first aid procedures. 


But if you are like 2 to 3 per cent of the 


population — many not identified — you 
may be grossly allergic to stings and 
bites from Insects, winged and not. A bee 
sting can make you lose consciousness, 
e x p e r i e n c e circulatory collapse and 
death. 


That is why allergists during this peak 


insect sting period, July and August, are 
urging those who know they are super- 
allergic to carry life-saving emergency 
kits. That also is why they are urging 
those who have unusual reactions to get 
tests determining sensitivity. 


MARY ANN PASSERO and Susan C. 


Decs of Duke University Medical Center, 
in Durham, N.C., make those points in a 
report in "Family Practice," a journal 
of the American Academy of Family 
Practice. 


The emergency kits, prescribed by a 


doctor, usually contain preloaded sterile 
syringes of eplnephrine, tourniquet, liq- 
uid antlhistamine and an alcohol sponge. 


Some persons already carrying such 


emergency kits may know that epineph- 
rlne stored in a plastic syringe will age 
and turn brown. 


"Such aged epinephrine is ineffective," 


the doctors reported. "The emergency 
kit should be re-examined periodically to 
ensure freshness of medication." 


They also recommend that all insect 


sting-sensitive individuals wear medical 
identification tags. Appropriate tags 
may be obtained frmm Medic Alert 
Foundation, Turlock, Calif. 


THE PERSON who has been identified 


as super-sensitive — through skin tests 
the doctor will give — should follow oth- 
er safety steps. 


"He should not live or work near com- 


mercial beehives," the doctors cau- 
tioned. His home should have adequate 
screens on windows and doors. Flower- 
ing shrubs and fruit trees which attract 
bees should not be planted near the 
home, and care should be taken when 
one Is in such areas. 


, 
"Wasp nests should be removed from 


eaves and bushes around the home. Re- 
fuse should be carefully covered so that 
it does not attract insects. The patient 
should not walk barefoot outdoors." 


Bees are attracted to brightly colored, 


dark and rough fabrics, as well as to 
strongly scented perfumes and powders. 
Some authorities advocate the super- 
allergic persons wear white, hard-fin- 
ished clothing. A minimum skin exposure 
is recommended.

New hurricane rating system on coasts

NEW YORK (UPI) - Question: What 


is 40 miles wide, 10 miles high and can 
sink ships, inundate islands, eat away 
huge hunks of coastline and drive ocean 
water 25 miles Inland? 


Answer: A hurricane. 


This is hurricane season — from now 


until late November. Residents of the 
East and Gulf Coasts areas of the United 
States face the possibility of being struck 
by one of these storms carrying with it 
winds up to 100 miles an hour and from 
six to 12 inches of rain. 


The National Hurricane Center in 


Miami, Fla., has a new flood and dam- 
age rating system to warn of what to 
expect from an approaching hurricane. 
The system is on a sliding scale some- 
thing like the Richter Scale used to mea- 
sure the punch of an earthquake. 


One number on a scale from one to 10 


will worn of the storm's flooding poten- 
tial. The other number, from one to 
five, will estimate the damage potential 
exclusive of flooding. 


WHEN A PERSON hears of a hurri- 


cane with a damage potential of four to 
five, they'll know It's just as strong as 
such a storm ever gets. The Insurance 
Information Institute says in such a situ- 
ation the message is clear — evacuate. 


Drowning causes more than 75 per cent 


of hurricane deaths. Most lives would be 
saved if people heeded evacuation warn- 
ings and moved out of low lying coastal 
areas to high ground, beyond the reach 
of flood waters. 


The Institute advises: 


—When evacuation warnings are is- 


sued, leave early and go to a pre-ar- 
ranged shelter. Long before the peak of 
the storm, flooding, toppled utility poles 
and downed power lines can prevent es- 
cape. Gas up car in advance as fuel sta- 
tions may be out of operation. 


—Buildings can be protected against 


hurricane winds, which can drive a plant 
like an arrow through a tree trunk, fling 
pieces of buildings through the air like 
shrapnel and flip a mobile home or car 
like a tlnkertoy. The greatest damage to 
buildings usually occurs to glass, roofs 
and exterior walls. Tape, boards or shut- 
ters can protect glass. Large windows 
and garage doors should b braced. 


-MOVEABLE OBJECTS such as bi- 


cycles, trash cans, boards and outdoor 
furniture can become dangerous mis- 
siles. They should be anchored or stored 
inside. 


—Move cars to high ground. Moor 


small boats, move them upstream or 
take them out of water. 


—Heavy roof covering and durable sid- 


ing can withstand severe winds. Mobile 
homes not anchored to the ground are 
particularly vulnerable. 


Listen to newscasts for advice from au- 


thorities. Having a battery-run radio is a 
necessity when power fails. 


Flood insurance is available through 


the Federal Insurance Administration of 
the U.S. Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development. The program is ad- 
ministered by the National Flood Insur- 
ers Association, comprised of approxi- 
mately 100 private Insurance companies. 


Flood insurance provides protection 


against losses caused by the overflow of 
inland or tidal water or the unusual and 


rapid accumulation or runoff of surface 
waters from any source. 


An individual can obtain the insurance 


only if his community agrees to meet 
federal standards of land use and to 
adopt reasonable flood control measures 
to reduce exposure to flood hazards. 


THE U.S. Government says more than 


7,000 communities are floodprone. A 
great majority of these have not applied 
to HUD for eligibility and therefore nave 
no flood insurance protection. 


Effective in July, 1972, the Federal In- 


surance Administration cut its rates by 
up to 40 per cent to encourage more 
people to acquire the coverage. 


Under the new rates, for example, 


$10,000 worth of insurance on a residen- 
tial building, which previously would 
have cost $40 a year, now is available for 
as little as $25 a year. 


For busines properties, the rates are 40

Today's TV highlights 


DuBrow on TV .••by Rick DuBrbiv 
Chatty newscasts a struggle 


HOLLYWOOD - The trend toward in- 


formality in many television newscasts 
has its positive points, but among its 
negative aspects Is a major new menace 
to good taste: Inappropriate, chatty tran- 
sitions between certain stories. 


I suspect that viewers around the na- 


tion are cringing more and more lately 
when newscasters, trying hard to fit in 
with the informal trend, struggle painful- 
ly to make tactful, natural transitions be- 
tween serious stories and light ones, up- 
beat reports and sad ones. 


To the public eye, people like the vari- 


ous anchormen or sports and weather re- 
porters are the immediate objects of 
scrutiny, and some of them have sur- 
vived well their tests in the informal 
setups. But many have not, and in most 
cases it is the format imposed on them, 
and not the reporters themselves, de- 
serving of blame. 


SOME TELEVISION executives have 


made it a lot harder for news broad- 
casters by going all the way with the 
Informal format when not everyone is 
equipped to handle it. And the reason 
they are not Is that a successful format 
of this type relies in great part on two 
requisites: That the people carrying it 
off are truly witty ad-libbers and, fur- 
thermore, that they are naturally spar- 
kling conversationalists in general. 


It is no crime that a number of news- 


casters simply are not notable In both 
these respects, or sometimes even in ei- 
ther. 


There they are, indeed, doing their 


best out there on the firing line, but if 
they are going to continue in this vein 
they could do us, and themselves, and 
the cause of good taste, a large favor by 
paying the closest possible attention to 
their transitions. For these conversa- 
tional, informal transitions play a crucial 
part in the tone of a newscast. They clue 
us in, among other things, on the person- 
al taste and quality of the newscaster, 
and this is a major factor in whether we 
will stay tuned or switch stations. 


IT IS SIMPLY not enough to be glib or 


even come up with a good line. The line 
has to be the right line for the situation, 
and not just clever in itself. Otherwise, 
informal format or not, it is best merely 
to shut up as an ad-libber and proceed 
routinely to the next story. 


Despite all the hustle and bustle that 


goes into putting a video newscast to- 
gether, it succeeds in the end only if it 
achieves a certain delicate balance of 
tone, aside from the news content. And 
in the current period of newscast infor- 
mality, off-the-cuff transition remarks 
have become a definite factor in creating 
that tone. They can make a news pro- 
gram, or break it.

Dear Dr. Lamb — In my local paper 


there was an article describing how to 
make substitute cream products and oth- 
er recipes that you suggested. Among the 
Ingredients mentioned Is salt. I am 87 
years old and on a salt-free diet because 
of an eight-year old heart condition and 
congestive heart failure. 


Do you consider the salt substitutes on 


the market safe to use? I am referring to 
those containing potassium chloride, mo- 
nopotasslum glutamatc, glutamlc add 
and tri-cnlclum phosphate. As my diet Is 
rather restricted, your advice would be 
highly appreciated. 


Dear Itcndcr — Yes, these salt substi- 


tutes aro quite satisfactory as far as 
your health Is concerned. The reason salt 
Is restricted Is to eliminate the sodium. 
Ordinary table salt Is sodium chloride. 
The salt substitutes literally substitute 
potassium for sodium. 


In the presence of heart failure and 


conditions where fluid accumulates, the 
body hangs on to sodium and thereby re- 
tains fluid. You could make these same 
roclpes, or use any other recipes that 
call for salt, and use the salt substitute 
In Its place. It will taste different. 


Sodium Is In a lot of our natural foods. 


Tltls includes ordinary milk and dry milk 
powder. Many animal products, 
In- 


cluding beef, poultry and fish normally 
contain sodium. Doctors often com- 
promise on how severe the sodium re- 
striction of the diet has to be and use 
water pills, which literally eliminate so- 
dium through the kidneys to help control 
the problem, if the condition warrants It. 


Many patients get along very well by 


just not adding any salt in their food 
preparation or by using a salt substitute, 


such as you have mentioned. If this and 
the medications the doctor prescribes 
still won't handle the problem, then it 
may be necessary to consider eliminat- 
ing a number of foods that normally con- 
tain sodium. It's preferable not to have 
to go tills route unless It's necessary be- 
cause It eliminates so many Important 
nutrients that the body needs. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Please explain what 


peritonitis Is and what causes it. 


Dear Render — The ending "ills" Is 


used In medicine to mean Inflammation. 
The peritoneum Is the clear-like lining of 
the abdominal cavity. You can think of It 
as a thin sheet of plastic wrapping paper 
that's spread all over the Innner surface 
of the abdominal cavity and coats the 
outer walls of the abdominal organs. It Is 
made up of specialized cells. When it be- 
comes Inflammed, one has peritonitis. 


A common cause for inflammation of 


this membrane Is a rupture of an organ 
within the abdominal cavity, for ex- 
ample, a ruptured appendix. The in- 
fected material Inside the appendix can 
bo spread over the lining of the abdomi- 
nal cavity and cause the inflammation. 


Perforation of an ulcer, or any other 


event which allows material from the di- 
gestive tract to get Into the abdominal 
cavity can cause it. 


When the appendix is first Inflammed, 


the Infected area may touch the per- 
itoneal lining of the inner abdominal wall 
and cause a localized Inflammation. This 
contributes to the tenderness and even- 
tually even the stiffness or rigidity 
caused by muscle guarding over the ap- 
pendix region.

High drug prices hit again 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Gaylord 


Nelson, D-Wls., said he finds unsatis- 
factory the drug Industry's "glib ex- 
planations" as to why It sells some drugs 
overseas for half the price charged 
Americans. 


Nelson said his view Is supported by a 


decision by U.S. District Court Judge 
Sylvester E. Ryan finding the practice of 
the drug firms In enforcing their two- 
price system a violation of the antitrust 
laws. 


As chairman of the monopoly subcom- 


mittee of the Senate Select Committee on 
Small Business, Nelson has conducted 
hearings on drug pricing practices over a 
period of five years.

sumers, in spite of the added trans- 
portation costs to ship drugs overseas?" 


NELSON'S STATEMENT was made in 


a speech prepared for delivery to the 
Senate. It was accompanied by a chart 
of domestic and foreign prices for drugs 
manufactured by 13 U.S. firms. In each 
Instance, the overseas price was lower. 


Bristol Myers' Salutensln tabs, for ex- 


ample, sold for $35 per 1,000 overseas 
and $03.10 at home, Nelson's chart 
showed. 


He said that when drugs arc shipped 


overseas the drug firms use the threat of 
lawsuits to prevent wholesalers and po- 
tential importers from buying them back 
and selling them at less than the domes- 
tic price. 


That practice has been found illegal In 


the U.S. District Court In New York, he 
said.

Those of us who dread the task of 


cleaning up after a lawn party can sym- 
paihlzo with Dave Lynk. But only on a 
micro-miniature scale. 


Dave's backyard Is the 450 acres that 


serve as the Midwest's thoroughbred rac- 
ing capital, better known as Arlington 
Park. It's the one million square feet of 
floor space derived from outdoor seating 
nnd five general floors that span the 000- 
foot long grandstand building. 


"I handle alt the maintenance oper- 


aliens of the race track," the superb- 
tcndcnt said. "That Includes the grand- 
stand section as well ns the barn area 
and I coordinate my Job with Clarence 
Drlnkmon, who Is the track superintend- 
ent. 


Whether ordering 400 caves of tollcl pa- 


per or n fresh cont of paint for the out- 
aide rail, Dave Lynk mini enjoy Ills 
dolly routine or he wouldn't be In the 
midst of his lath year with the Arlington 
Park organisation. 


"I started out In security," said the 35- 


year-old Arlington Heights product, "and 
stayed there for about four or five years 
before taking the stable superintendent's 
job." 


The winner of six major letters while 


playing football, basketball and baseball 
for Arlington High School, Lynk Is re- 
sponslblo for 20 maids and porters nnd 
some 37 high school nnd college employ- 
es who help cushion the heavy dally 
workload. 


"Theso kids arc really great," Lynk 


praised. "We've got them running the 
film from the film patrol, cleaning up the 
horse paths, running the merry-go-round 
and even handling the outside land- 
scaping. They can do all types of casual 
labor jobs." 


Dave nl<o lint n pair of dump trucks, 


pickup trucks, (radon and water trucks 
nt his disposal that are owned by the 
track Itself. "If we need special equip- 
ment, we either lease or rent It." 


The father of three boys and three 


Rlrls ranging In age from three to 12, 
Lynk faced possibly his touglicst occupa- 
tional challenge when word that Secre- 
tariat would pay a visit to Arlington 
Park filtered across his desk. 


"We were asked to Install mtituel ma- 


chines and concession stands behind the 
tote boards and in general, make condi- 
tions on the Infield comparable to those 
In the grandstand. 


"I guess we had about 3.000 people on 


the infield that day and from some of the

comments we heard, they seemed to en- 
joy themselves." 


Dave admitted that Ills office was con- 


fronted tilth several potential problems 
tthrn the decision to open the Infield for 
the first time In the track's history was 
made. 


"Security was foremost In our con- 


cerns," Lynk said. "Our biggest problem 
was keeping the fans back during the 
running of the Matron (a mile and one- 
eighth handicap race on the turf course) 


and then restraining them for the next 
race which was the Invitational. 


"We got together with the security 


people and talked over the strategy that 
we thought could be effectively enforced. 
Basically, we were uorklng with two 
rails — the Inner turf rail and the outside 
rail. 


"At the inner turf rail, the people 


would be 100 feet from the race, so we 
figured they'd rush us and set up our 
second line of defense about CO feet from 
the track on the outside rail. 


"I kcjit talking to the people \\Illi a 


megaphone ntid kept asking them to to- 
operate, lint before the horses came out 
on the track, I told them that I was not 
naltc enough to think that they would 
stay away from the rail. I asked them

not to rush the barrier and they stayed 
their distance. I guess the jockeys were 
also Instructed to keep their horses away 
from the rail. 


"The fans were true racing fans," 


Dave lauded. "There were no rowdys 
and no security problems. They were 
pretty good as a whole considering their 
numbers and the importance of the 
event. 


"I'd do it again tomorrow," he said 


enthusiastically. "It was really worth it. 
. . for Illinois racing and for us person- 
ally." 


By the time the 41,223 fans had de- 


parted Arlington Park this particular af- 
ternoon, Lynk, in conjunction with Brink- 
man, worked with a crew of about 30 
youngsters and had the infield spanking 
clean by 9 p.m. 


"Yes. it's a seven-day-a-wcck Job," 


Lynk confirmed. "Just keeping the track 
In shape Is a challenge. It's constructed 
with a 14-Inch limestone base and cov- 
ered with a three to four inch layer of a 
screening-type of limestone. The top sur- 
face, or what we call cushion, is a four- 
Inch loam base mixture of soil and sand. 


Racing fans can spot the three tractors 


and two water trucks harrowing and wet- 
ting down the main surface between 
races. 


Actually, the maintenance crews have 


been working diligently since 10 a.m. or 
as scon as the horses have finished their 
morning workouts. The preparation isn't 
interrupted until post time for the first 
race at 2 p.m. At the conclusion of the 
day's card, the crews are still in action, 
leveling the oval and watering It again. 


"During a hot spell like we have now, 


Lynk commented, "they may come back 
out at three o'clock in the morning to 
sprinkle the track so that it's ready when 
the workouts begin at 5 a.m. We use over 
one-million gallons of water a day." 


Arlington Park has a reputation as one 


of the finest draining strips In the nation. 
Lynk explains, "There's tile laid every 20 
feet along the Infield Inner rail and when 
It rains hard, the water drains into the 
pond In the infield. 


"If it gets really bad, we'll float the 


track by pulling a large (8 x 15-foot) 
piece of iron that pushes the loam sur- 
face and brings the water to the top 
where it can drain faster. 


"Then if It starts drying, we harrow it 


by letting the air get in and ventilate It 
completely. That's how it's possible for it 
to rain all morning and for us to give the 
fans a fast track by post time." 


Dave Lynk Is also a very important 


cog in Arlington Park's off-season ex- 
positions and shows. "We're already 
gearing for the fair (The Future of 
America Fair, Aug. 24-Sept. 3) which, in 
my mind, could be the biggest thing that 
ever hit this part of the state." 


What is rapidly growing in proportion 


to n full-fledged state fair doesn't scare 
Dave Lynk. In his way of thinking, his 
13th year has been his luckiest.

Gold medalist at Olympics

Hollywood spawned famous fllmsters 


out of mere U.S. Olympians, turning 
Johnny Weismuller into Tarzan and mak- 
ing Flash Gordon out of Buster Crabbe. 


Now, Paddock Olympics VII has se- 


cured another Olympian equally famous 
for water power. Like Weismuller and 
Crabbe, he was enthroned in Swimming's 
Hall of Fame eight years ago. 


He's Adolph Kiefer, first man to swim 


the 100-yard backstroke under one min- 
ute. At age 17, Kiefer won a gold medal 
in the 1936 "Hitler" Olympics. 


But Klefcr's feat has gone Into dusty 


history books because Jesse Owens per- 
formed track miracles that even today 
bring worldwide standing ovations. 


Kiefer, whose latest project was a 


search for Christopher Columbus' flag- 
ship Santa Maria, will open the Paddock 
Olympics, July 24 and 25, at Forest View 
High School.

Sportsman's 
I Notebook 


;by Bob Holiday 


If you can plan your trip, long or short, 


to fit In between tho "occasional show- 
ers" that hnvo a nnsty habit of turning 
Into real sully washers, It's almost Im- 
possible not to catch fish this month. 


As written hero earlier this season, the 


floods of Iho last two springs nro already 
having a positive effect on the fish life In 
tho Chain of Lakes. 


Tho northern pike spawn this year has 


been able to survive the annual draw- 
down of the water level In tho Chain and 
presumably the young fish are swim- 
ming and foraging in tho lakes, having 
successfully escaped their birthplace in 
tho sloughs. 


The high waters or the months also 


kept the hlg power boats off the Chain 
during (he critical spawning days for the 
rest of the panflsh and game fish, and 
gave tho lake weeds a chance to grow. 
Tho absence of the big boat flotilla also 
has helped the need life In the lakes, so 
small fish have a place to hide from 
their hungry elders and perhaps they'll 
survive long enough lo grow up. 


Even after two weekends of good boat- 


Ing weather, the Chain waters remain 
unusually clear for July and the fishing 
Is better than it has been In several 
years. 


The walleye fishermen on tho Chain 


aren't having a bonanza season, nor ore 
tho northern pike specialists, because 
there simply aren't very many adults of 
either specie left. But, as stated, perhaps 
tho good spawn and the good feeding 
conditions will bring these two popular 
fWi back to life. 


Bass fishermen are having no difficult 


time catching full stringers, although the 
majority of Iho fish are small, ranging 
up to only about two pounds. Still, the 
very presence of the small, young fish In 
respectable numbers Is on excellent sign 
for future years. 


llob Lang, operator of Lang's Fishing 


Center an Lake Marie, reports that the 
lilucftllli arc as nl# as he's seen (hem In 
recent years. Anglers arc taking tlicie 
popular panflsh In the oldest and sim- 
plest way known — Jttit drop a rcdworm 
about 21 Inches below a small bobber 
and relax. 


Night fishermen also are having a good 


season, Lang said, bringing In big catch- 
es of panflsh, Including crapples, blue- 
gills, perch and a few stripers. Lang ad- 
vises that night fishermen wait until full 
darkness before going out to avoid the 
mosquitoes. Lang's boats arc available 
for all-night fishing or weekends. The 
phone number there Is 393-9B87. 


A question from a reader: "We are 


buying new sleeping bags and It seems 
that manufacturers are not very con- 
sistent In their ratings. What Is the best 
sleeping bag?" 


To twist up an old advertising slogan 


— If you don't know your sleeping bags, 
know your sleeping bag salesman . . . 
because sleeping bag construction varies 
tremendously. 


Although you can get away with a 


cheaper bag If you're going to he using It 
In n trailer or motor home, there are 
«omc general features you must look for. 


Mast manufacturers rate their bags In 


terms of pounds of Insulation. A typical 
heavy bag will have five or six pounds of 
Insulation. A lighter bag will have two or 
three pounds. But this can be misleading. 
Five pounds of top quality Insulation, like 
Dacron 88 or DuPont's Flbcrflll II, pro- 
vides more warmth than five pounds of a 
cheaper fill such as cotton batting or Ka- 
pok. 


Tho size of the bag also Is affected, 
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Four of seven area teams triumph 


because five pounds of insulation In an 
oversize bag will not provide the same 
amount of warmth as it will In a regular 
size bag. 


Remember, however, In selecting a 


bag, that if you insist on a heavily in- 
sulated bag — one In which you probably 
would be warm, on the ground, In very 
cold weather — that it probably will be 
too worm for regular summer camping. 
You can always add insulation, with ex- 
tra blankets or long underwear, but you 
can't remove insulation from a bag that 
Is too warm for a summer night in a tent 
or under the stars. 


How a bag Is put together obviously Is 


Important. In many bags tho Insulating 
material Is kept in place with quilting 
stitches. This creates cold spots. Look for 
a bag that Is Insulated by "ending the 
material Into continuous batts. 


Another potential cold spot is along the 


zipper. Air can be sucked into the bag as 
the sleeper moves In his sleep. A good 
bag will have an overlap to seal the zip- 
per. 


In most cases, as with any other pur- 


chase, quality follows cost. But for many 
campers, buying the best quality bag 
Isn't practical or necessary. There are 
many modestly priced bags that will 
serve the average family Indefinitely and 
for them, the high-priced bag would be 
an unnecessary expense. On tho other 
hand, the camper who uses his bag 
frequently and must depend on It under a 
wide variety of temperatures should get 
the best bag available. 


Choose a good name brand bag. You 


may bo tempted by a "chcapic," but 
look over the inexpensive bag carefully 
and you'll probably be able to spot the 
shortcuts used to lower the price. 


Although sleeping bogs arc available 


from a wide variety of sources, we must 
recommend that you buy a sleeping bag 
from a retailer who specializes in camp- 
Ing equipment — or from one who has a 
complete "upply of bags (and 
other 


equipment) In every price range. 


The camper who knows about sleeping 


bags perhaps can discover a genuine 
bargain In a discount house. But the buy- 
er who must rely on the information giv- 
' en on the tag should be certain that the 
tog writer knew what ho was talking 
about. 


Don't buy a bag simply because a label 


states it Is rated at 0 degrees to-10 de- 
grees. It may be capable of keeping you 
warm at those low temperatures, but it 
must have the qualities mentioned above 
to do it. Keep reading the tag to discover 
why the bag Is so good. If you can't find 
out, and If the salesman doesn't know, 
find another store. 


Mildew is a bag's worst enemy. Never 


put it awny damp. Although the synthet- 
ics that most manufacturers use for in- 
sulation and shell are extremely good at 
resisting mildew, the Inner lining still is 
subject to It. 


It's always a good practice to hang a 


bag out In the nlr each morning to keep 
it fresh, but sunlight In large doses can 
deteriorate any material after a time, so 
letting the bag hang out all day Isn't a 
good Idea. 


Personal metabolism also affects com- 


fort in a sleeping bag. I'll swear my 
nine-year-old son would be worm In 
freezing weather in a cotton blanket. I've 
never seen his sleeping bag zipped closed 
while he's in it. 


His elderly father, however, prefers a 


39" x 81" bag with cotton shell and lining 
and four pounds of 100 per cent polyester 
batting. (With insulated zipper).

Tlie new proposals were discussed by 


MSD trustees Monday at nn Informal 
•ward "study wwion." Currently the 
sanitary district Is enforcing a morato- 
rium on considering any new flood con- 
trol projects while the new guidelines arc 
I clng established. 


Hoard members Monday asked District 


Supt. Bnrl Lynam to consolidate and 
clarify engineering department sugges- 
tions nnd those mmlc by Trustee Joan 
Anderson for another study session. The 
Iward may then consider n finalized form 
of the new guidelines at Its July 19 or 
Aug. II! meetings. 


TIIK PltOI'OSKD GUIDELINES would 


call for the sanitary district to give 
pri- 


ority to (lood control projects designated 
In the Chicago Metropolitan Area River 
Basin Plan under preparation by the 
U S. Soil Conservation Service. 


Parts of the SCS plan have already 


been completed, Including the Salt Creek 
Watershed Work plan for the Upper Salt 
Creek drainage basin, and plans for the 
North Branch of the Chicago River which 
runs through North Shore Suburbs. Other 
areas for which plans arc expected to be 
completed soon include the Calumet area 
south of Chicago, and the Dos Plnincs 
River Basin. 


IN ADDITION, however, thn new 


guidelines would give the MSD trustees 
discretion to participate in significant lo- 
cal projects which arc not In the SCS 
plan. 


On cither type of project the sanitary 


district would focus first on acquiring the 
land for the basin. The guidelines would 
prevent the district from spending MSD 
money to buy a site already in public 
ownership. 


In the case of local projects not In the 


SCS plan the MSD would limit Its partici- 
pation to 50 per cent of the total cost of 
the project.

THE GUIDELINES also would give 


the MSD the option of requiring affluent 
communities to pay even more than the 
SO per cent cost with the sanitary dlstiict 
paying a lesser amount — or of assum- 
ing a larger share of the project costs for 
communities with a poor economic base. 


The new policy would contrast with the 


MSD actions on some completed reser- 
voirs. The Heritage Park West basin in 
Wheeling, for example, was built at a 
cost of $270,000 with the sanitary district 
paying $180,000 of the total. The land for 
the basin was contributed by the Wheel- 
Ing Park District which, had condemned 
it for park use. 


The new focus on the district acquiring 


the land Is seen as "a sure bet" by Ly- 
nam, who points out land is an absolute 
requirement for any project. Once the 
MSD buys a site It Is at least preserved 
from construction and land acquisition 
cost escalation is halted, he said. 


Lynam also noted If the final SCS plan 


calls for a basin In another location than 
the one in which the MSD buys land, the 
sanitary district could always sell the 
property again. 


DISTRICT ENGINEERS recommenda- 


tions called for the sanitary 
district 


budgeting 10 per cent of Its construction 
budget each year for flood control proj- 
ects In addition to the $32.5 million bond 
Issue the district currently has car- 
marked for flood control. 


The new guidelines will not apply to 


projects on which the MSD has already 
made a commitment, the board mem- 
bers agreed. Locally that would Include 
the Wllke-Kirchoff basin under construe-

tlon in Arlington Heights, the five small 
basins planned under the Salt Creek Wa- 
tershed Work Plan, the Mount Prospect 
Reservoir proposed at Central and Busse 
Roads, the Buffalo Creek Reservoir pro- 
posed in Lake County, the Willow-Hlo- 
gins Reservoir in Elk Grove Township, a 
reservoir proposed east of Lee Street and 
south of the Northwest Tollway, and the 
White Pine Reservoir proposed on the 
Arlington Country Club golf course near 
Buffalo Grove. 


Northwest suburban projects which 


might be affected, however, are those 
still in the planning stages such as the 
Wheeling Reservoir proposed along the 
Soo Line Tracks In northern Wheeling or 
Lake Arlington proposed along McDonald 
Creek in Wheeling Township. 


, THE NEW guidelines also would affect 
any other projects which are proposed in 
the future as flooding solutions. 


In the case either of reservoirs which 


arc part of the SCS plan or those pro- 
posed by local communities Individually 
or In cooperation, the MSD trustees said 
they hope to bring in more federal and 
state Involvement In paying for the basin 
construction.

Others feel satisfied to hire 
responsible Junior or senior high students 
or grandmotherly women living in the 
n e i g h b o r h o o d or recommended by 
friends. 


Some parents organize or Join sitter 


exchanges within church, neighborhood 
or club groups. Still others scorching for 
reliable supervision for their children 
turn to professional agencies listed In the 
"yellow pages" or Individuals advertis- 
ing in newspapers. Bulletin boards at the 
supermarket, church and elsewhere dis- 
play cards written by those seeking em- 
ployment as sitters. 


NEED, PREFERENCE, availability 


and reliability all must bo weighed by 
parents who need temporary core for 
their children. But no matter how long 
and carefully you consider your choice, 
you still may not have picked thn most 
responsible babysitter. In fact, you your- 
self may not be giving your own child the 
safest caret 


"I suggest that mothers — or anyone 


who Is responsible for children at any 
time — should take a course in emergen- 
cy procedures," declares Arthur Stolkc, 
paramedic, fireman and director of 
Schauraburg's 1973 babysitting clinic. 


Babysitting training programs ere 


sponsored by various agencies in several 
northwest suburban communities. The 
Jayceettes of Elk Grove Village in past 
years, for example, have conducted sev- 
eral six week training sessions, which in- 
clude fire safety In the home, suitable 
gomes and activities for youngsters, and 
medical emergencies. Initiated by Elk 
Grove Community Service — Youth Em- 
ployment Service, this community proj- 
ect trained between 90 and 100 junior 
highs in 1972. 


ARLINGTON 
HEIGHTS Woman's 


Club, Mount Prospect Park District, the 
village of Palatine and Randhurst Center 
arc among others that, with the help of 
professionals, conduct similar training 
courses. Not ail keep lists of their gradu- 
ates, but Inquire about them until you 
are able to find such a sitter near you. 


The newest.and most concentrated (It 


ran three weeks) program of this kind 
was sparked this past spring by the 
Schaumburg Fire and Police Depart- 
ments. Influenced by on-the-Job experi- 
ences, the program which Stolkc in- 
stituted included three one-hour films: 1) 
What a fire is. 2) The nature of fire. 3) 
Why are fires dangerous? 


"To me, it's (the program) a fire pre- 


vention program," said Schaumburg's 
fire chief, Lloyd Abrahamsen. "Over 
12,000 arc killed and 300,000 injured In 
our nation each year, and a large per- 
centage of these are home fires. If we 
train babysitters what to do in case of 
fire — and In other emergencies — they 
con help themselves and others and pass 
on their knowledge." 


PARAMEDIC-FIREMAN Stoikc trains 


classes on what to do in an emergency. 
For example, sitters are taught how to 
investigate strange odors (could be leak- 
ing gas), how to determine a better es- 
cape route in case of smoke or fire, and 
how to get help when no telephone is 
handy. Difficult? Advises Stolke, "Tak- 
ing necessary precautions, open the win- 
dow and yell 'Fire!' at the top of your 
lungs." Even when thcro is no fire, 
screaming "Fire!" will attract needed 
attention and help, he added. 


Because Stoike incorporates paramedic 


techniques into training students for 
medical emergencies, he thinks Schaum- 
burg's program is the newest and most 
advanced in the area. 


In Schaumburg's first training pro- 


gram of 60 citizens between 14 and 30, 
about 23 had to take additional training 
for not passing final tests on what they 
had studied. 


STOIKE TEACHES babysitters to be 


responsible for the safety of their 


, charges, and he's serious about It. 


"These are tough tests, but there's 


much more to babysitting than just 
'watching' a child," he explained. A fa- 
ther himself, the Schaumburg fireman 
won't hire a babysitter he hasn't trained. 


Schaumburg Fire and Police Depart- 


ments plan to conduct another baby- 
sitting clinic this fall, and hope to attract 
at least 100 students of all ages. Stoike 
wants all people in child care to be 
trained in emergency procedures and 
suggests you demand a "certified sitter" 
when you leave your children with any- 
one at all. 


"Ask them if they are trained in emer-

gency procedures," he says. 


Of f o u r professional babysitting 


agencies listed in the "yellow pages,'; 
only Suburban Sitter Service in Des 
Plaines answered Inquiries. Mrs. William 
Fisher runs the licensed agency, hires 
only mature women whom she Inter- 
views personally and checks their refer- 
ences. Rates include a $1.50 registry fee 
and a $1.50 hourly sitting fee, more if 
transportation^included. Other 
agencies contacted refused to provide in- 
formation. 


THOSE WHO PROVIDE childcare in 


their own homes should make sure they 
are conforming with Illinois law. Anyone 
caring more than 10 hours weekly on a 
regular basis for an unrelated child or 
children must be licensed, said Mrs. 
Elizabeth Lytle, supervisor of Family 
Daycare Home Licensing, Child and 
Family Services. 


If you are a parent having trouble find- 


ing a reliable babysitter for occasional 
outings, take a good look at the situation. 
Do you underpay? Sitters generally 
charge from 75 cents to $1.50 an hour, 
and usually expect to be paid extra after 
midnight..Do you expect too much from 
your sitter? Sitters aren't maids or 
cleaning women. (These are reimbursed 
more.) Are your children well dis- 
ciplined, healthy and cooperative? Is 
your house reasonably tidy? Sitters pre- 
fer "pleasant" sitting situations even 
though they are willing to provide needed 
help with small children. 


And a final words from Arthur Stoike. 


"Kids are important. They are the fu- 
ture."

As 
one wag puts it, "Don't fuel around." In 
view of current allocation programs, fill 
up when the gauge reads "half empty." 


There are those who say the gas short- 


age is a myth, and others, especially 
tourist officials, claim that it's greatly 
exaggerated. Much depends on where 
you're going. There definitely is a short- 
age in some areas, and it seems certain 
to get worse as tourist travel increases. 


So what can you do about it? Of the 


numerous suggestions made in the many 
articles on the subject, the following ap- 
pear most likely to help when it comes to 
your vacation. 


A sitting exchange that works 


by BILLIE BACHHUBER 


A group of parents in Palatine have 


solved their babysitting problems. Thirty 
families in the Winston Park Sitters Club 
make sure their children get responsible 
adult supervision when they are away by 
sitting with one another's children. 


Members of the 
co-op exchange 


"points," not money, for their baby- 
sitting chores. They earn these "points" 
by sitting with another family's children, 
and spend "points" by using member-sit- 
ten. For example, it costs a co-op mem- 
ber one point per hour — doubled if there 
ore more than four children to a family. 
Tho "employer" must also pay double 
for the busy hours between 7-9 a.m. and 
6-7 p.m. and for the hours after 3 a.m. 
No family may owe more than 20 points 
without "paying up" and these "debtors" 


are the first to be called when a baby- 
sitter Is requested. 


"IT'S GREAT!" commented Mrs. 


Thomas Greener, current chairman of 
the club, on the exchange service. Ma- 
rianne, a former elementary school 
teacher now mother of two small chil- 
dren, joined the sitter exchange to Insure 
good, adult care for her children in the 
daytime. 


"It's difficult to get teenage sitters 


during school months," she pointed out. 
Now if she wants to keep a doctor's ap- 
pointment, go shopping, play bridge, vis- 
it a friend in the hospital, or whatever, 
she calls the secretary-of-the-month and 
she has a responsible sitter for her chil- 
dren. Children usually are taken to the 
home of a member for daytime care, and 
the sitter goes to the children's home for 
evening sitting. 


j 


Members in the sitter exchange share 


organizational duties as well as children. 
Each member must serve as secretary 
for a month's time, explained Mrs. 
.Greener... The secretary's job is to tally 
points, sending a postcard listing debit 
points for that month to each member. 
(Yearly dues'of $1 per member defray 
postage costs.) 


The secretary also handles requests for 


babysitters by phoning other members, 
starting with those who owe the most 
points. As the club is a large one SO- 
family maximum), the average member 
serves as secretary only once in two to 
three years, and sits about two to three 
times a month. The chairman, who han- 
dles any difficulties that may arise In the 
club ("They are very minor!", says 
Marianne), is elected annually. 


ORGANIZED IN 1961, the club's long- 


evity proves it Is working. Membership 
is kept at 30 because this constitutes a 
"comfortable, workable group," accord- 
ing to Marianne. However, because of 
ongoing turnovers due to families leaving 
the area, older children taking over fam- 
ily sitting responsibilities and other rea- 
sons, new members are continually 
added to the co-op. 


All Winston Park (Palatine) families 


are eligible to join the Sitters Club and 
may call Mrs. Greener at 358-2053 for 
further information. Her enthusiasm for 
the group matches that of her neighbors 
and fellow co-op members. They agree 
that it provides safe, convenient, respon- 
sible, adult supervision for their chil- 
dren. And — (hough It is least important 
— at only a $1 a year! 


1. STAY HOME. Henry David Thoreau 


once said, in a much-quoted remark, "I 
have traveled a good deal in Concord." 
Certainly you can travel even more right 
here in the Chicago area. Make o list of 
all the places nearby that you've always 
meant to explore, then realize how many 
are Just a short bus ride away from 
home. 


2. BIKE OR HIKE. In 1972, bicycle 


sales exceeded automobile sales for the 
first time, by a count of 13 million to 10 
million. While you may not be ready for 
a bike or hike vacation, walking or using 
a bicycle for errands and other short 
trips saves fuel for longer trips that do 
require a car. 


3. TAKE A PLANE, TRAIN OR BUS. 


There are still trains to lots of places, 
and buses to practically everywhere. 
Flying's fast and fun; and, with various 
family plans, excursion rates, package 
deals, et cetera, you may be pleasantly 
surprised at the cost. 


4. NEVER ON SUNDAY. If you still 


feel you must go by car, try to plan your 
trip for weekdays. There are 220,000 ser- 
vice stations nationwide, and a recent 
spot check by the American Automobile 
Association reports that more and more 
of them are not opening at all on Sun- 
days. 


5; CAN YOU MAKE IT THROUGH 


THE NIGHT? You may also have diffi- 
culties if you like to drive at night. The 
same survey mentioned above shows 
that many stations are shortening hours. 
In fact, the 24-hour service station is now 
almost extinct. 


6. PLAN YOUR ROUTE. The U.S. has 


approximately 3,800,000 miles of roads. 
Take the most direct route, and try to 
pick highways with plenty of gas stations 
on them. Allow yourself a little'extra 
time, in case you do have problems. 


7. SLOW DOWN. Several states are 


considering reducing speed limits, and 
the U.S. may cut speed limits 10 miles 
per hour on the 41,000-mile length of the 
interstate. But you don't have to wait for 
a law to slow down your speed (and gas 
consumption accordingly). 


8. TURN OFF THE AIR CONDI- 


TIONING. It, and other convenience fea- 
tures, burn a lot of fuel. Drive with the 
windows down whenever possible. And 
don't let your engine idle more than a 
minute or two, even if that does mean no 
air conditioning. 


9. KEEP YOUR CAR IN SHAPE. A 


poorly tuned engine gulps gas; under-in- 
flated tires also reduce gas mileage. It 
will pay you to get your car in top condi- 
tion, then keep it that way. 


10. FINALLY, CHECK YOUR DRIV- 


ING HABITS. Jack rabbit starts, for ex- 
ample, waste a lot of fuel. You'll save 
gas, too, if you drive at a steady, moder- 
ate speed, rather than erratically. 


In short, the whole idea is to go farther 


on less fuel. Perhaps you remember the 
famous old advertising campaign that 
exhorted you to "put a tiger in your 
tank." 


This summer, it looks as though it will 


take a bit of care and planning on your 
part to put in anything at all.

A child snuggles Into a volunteer's lap, 


a clinical nutritionist explains prenatal 
diet to an expectant mother, a physician 
gives a lollipop to a tearful 6-year-old 
who has had an Immunization. These tire 
familiar scenes in the clinics at Lutheran 
General Hospital, Park Ridge. 


Proceeds from Gala 73, the hospital's 


eighth annual benefit, will help operate 
these clinics, many of whose patients 
come from the working poor — those 
medically indigent who cannot afford 
major medical bills but can afford some 
payment for services. 


Gala 73, highlighted with dinner, enter- 


tainment, music and dancing, will take 
place Saturday, July 21, at the Marriott 
Motor Hotel. It Is sponsored by the hospi- 
tal's medical staff, the Service League 
and Men's Association. Tickets may be 
obtained at the hospital. 


MANY NORTHWEST suburban resi- 


dents are not aware that a poverty medi- 
cal problem exists. But for a significant 


part of the community, there is little aid 
for day-to-day Illness or for regular hos- 
pitalizatlon. Preventive medicine such as 
immunizations or prenatal care, is al- 
most non-existent 


Health surveys of the working poor re- 


veal that many adults and children have 
never had a physical examination or re- 
ceived any dental treatment. 


Lutheran General is one of the few hos- 


pitals in northwest Chicago and suburban 
area with clinic facilities. Over 400 
patients, all with definite appointments, 
are seen each month at outpatient clinics 
which include obstetrics, gynecology, 
family planning, general surgery, im- 
paired hand function, amputee and gen- 
eral pediatrics. There are also pediatrlc 
specialty clinics in cardiology, hematolo- 
gy, neurology and seizure. 


The purpose of Lutheran General's 


clinics is twofold: to meet an existing 
community health need and to enhance 
the hospital's many teaching programs, 
upgrading care for all hospital patients.

'Streetcar' still sizzles 


by GENIE CA.MTOELL 


It's a classic not to bo taken lightly. 


Though a 25th anniversary production, 
"A Streetcar Named Desire" now play- 
ing at tho Ivnnhoc Theater, represents no 
token staging. 


There is nothing rehashed or anti- 


quated about tho prize-winning drama 
that manages with a handplckcd, skilled 
cast to wring out every drop of emotional 
appeal. 


"Streetcar" is macabre onH depress- 


ing, but In tho true sense i jie word, a 
highly-charged gripping drama. 


First performed on Broadway In 1947, 


"A Streetcar Named Desire" ran longer 
than any other Tennessee Wllllnms play 
and received both tho Pulitzer Prize and 
the New York Drama Critics Circle 
Award. 


AS A TRIBUTE to Its lasting theatrical 


merit, tho celebrated play is currently 
being honored with 23th anniversary pro- 
ductions In both Los Angeles and Now 
York as well as Chicago. 


And who could better accept the chal- 


lenge than producer and director George 
Kcnthlcy, who is well acquainted with 
tho serious tones of the playwright's 
work, having tho distinction of pro- 
mloring Williams' new one, "Out Cry," 
nt tho Ivanhoc In 1071. That was hardly a 
success, but this old standby Is. 


Billed star of the show, Sandy Dennis 


is superb as tho over-wrought, self-af- 
flicted Blanch DuBols who comes to visit 
her sister in a confining two-room apart- 
ment in the French Quarter of New Or- 
leans. 


From tho beginning Sandy's trembling 


lips, run-on sentences and quiet manner 
that suddenly erupt into bitter accusa- 
tions and passionate outbursts weave the 
trauma and unrest that mark this entire 
production. 


EVEUYONE COULD walk out of 


"Streetcar" with a 
different 
Inter- 


pretation. Actually, its overall message 
is a sidelight to the degree of emotional 
involvement. 


It's a long, very demanding evening 


broken up by Blanche's witty denials of a 


drinking problem and exaggerated sar- 
casms directed to her violent brother-in- 
law. Even these, on second thought, ore 
mostly woeful. 


One can silently reprimand Blanche 


for her senseless daydreaming and fan- 
tasies of grandeur, but at the same time 
really feel for her extreme loneliness as 
n woman whose life is shattered and 
desolated after she discovers her young 
poet lover with another man. 


Some of the play's most exciting mo- 


ments aro tho confrontations between 
Blanche and her brother-in-law, Stanley, 
a loud domineering man, animalistic in 
his approaches to women. His forceful- 
ness Is ruled by brute strength, hardly 
over by gentleness and understanding. 


VERY EFFECTIVE in this role Is Da- 


vid Wilson, who played a leading part in 
Ivanhoo'9 original production of "Status 


Quo Vadis." 


Stanley's outright crudeness and 


Blanche's unfounded sophistication rub 
an open sore that even Stella, Blanche's 
sister, played by Rochelle Oliver, Is 
unable to heal. She is caught In the 
middle and her continual role as referee 
clearly registers on her composure. 


James Broderick also comes across 


well as Mitch, the only mild-mannered 
male c h a r a c t e r , who represents 
Blanche's one chance for survival. 


Though Williams fully and Intimately 


develops his characters, the theatergoer 
is still not wholly prepared for that fate- 
ful climax when Blanche is whisked 
away to an asylum with her sister Stella 
grieving behind in deepest remorse. It 
rather falls flat. But then, I never was 
one for tearful farewells and syrupy end-

2 Stavros kin get tax breaks on Prospect Hts. homes 


by BOB CASEY 


Two brothers of former Wheeling 


Township Democratic 
Committocmnn 


James Stavros received tax breaks on 
their Prospect Heights homes through 
assessment reductions by the office of 
County Assessor P. J. Cullcrton. 


County records show that the land under 


homes owned by Ted Stavros, 10 N. Wild- 
wood Dr., and Ernest Stavros, 10 E. 
Stonegato Dr., is assessed at half the rate 
applied to their neighbors. 


A spokesman for Cullcrton's office said 


tho reductions were given because both 
owners complained of flood damage to 
their properties. Ho cited similar assess- 
ment reductions given to a number of 
properties In Country Gardens subdivi- 
sion, where the Stavros homes arc lo- 
cated. 


BUT A CHECK of records on other lots 


In the subdivision shows that the two 
Stavros homes are tho only properties 
cast of Sherwood Drive In Country Gar- 
dens to receive tax assessment reduc- 
tions. 


The assessor's office also said yester- 


day that no changes will be made in tho 
nMossmcnls of 44 scattered lots in 
Wheeling's Strong Street area which also 
received tax breaks last year. 


An Inspection of tho Strong Street area 


this week Indicated thnt the lots Involved 
"were deserving of relief," the CuIIerton 
spokesman said. 
^ 


"For tho time being, we're going to 


stand by those values and Invite anyone 
else In the area to flic a complaint (for 
assessment reduction)," he said. 


Ownership of all but three of the 44 


Strong Street properties was traced to 
Douglas Carglll, former zoning board 
chalrmnn for tho Village of Wheeling or 
to the Wheeling Trust and Savings Bank. 


Disclosure of both the Strong Street 


and Stavros tax breaks comes as pnrt of 
a continuing Herald Investigation of offi- 
cials and political figures In Wheeling, 
where James Stavros has held consid- 
erable power in village government. 


A FEDERAL GRAND Jury also look- 


Ing Into Wheeling politics is centering its 


efforts on reported shakedowns of devel- 
opers and businessmen In the village. 
Tho grand jury is expected to return in- 
dictments sometime this summer. 


The tax breaks on the two Prospect 


Heights homes apparently came last fall 
between the preliminary and final deter- 
mination of Wheeling Township's qua- 
drennial reassessment. 


The Ted Stavros homo, 10 N. Wild- 


wood, sits on a lQO-by-233-foot lot as- 
sessed at $975. Neighboring lots with 100- 
foot frontages and depths ranging from 
200 to 209 feet are all assessed at more 
than $1,000, county records show. 


For example, a neighbor at 14 N. Wild- 


wood, with a smaller lOO-by-200 foot lot 
has his property assessed at $1,854. An- 
other neighbor at 12 N. Wildwood has a 
lOO-by-207 foot lot with an assessment of 
$1,875. 


The Ernest Stavros home, 19 E. Stone- 


gate, has a corner lot that measures 141 
feet by 180 feet with an assessment of' 
$1,276, according to county records. As- 
sessments on neighboring lots, all of 
(hem smaller, range from $1,804 to 
$2,094. 


A nearby lot at 21 E. Stonegate, for 


example, measures 96-by-204 feet and is 
assessed at $1,804. Another neighbor, 
1011 Sherwood, has a 115-by-180-foot lot 
assessed at $2,060. 


A check of county tax records shows a 


number of Country Gardens lots west of 
Sherwood near MacDonald Creek re- 
ceived assessment reductions in the final 
quadrennial figures last fall. Most of the 
reductions apparently brought land as- 
sessments down from the $2,000-$1,SOO 
range to the $1,000-$900 range. 


THE ONLY SUCH reductions that 


could be found cast of Sherwood camo on 
the two Stavros properties. 


The assessor's office spokesman sold 


all the reductions in the Country Gardens 
subdivision were the result of normal 
flood relief procedures. Homeowners who 
believe flooding has reduced the value of 
their properties con apply for such relief 
by calling 443-5306 or 443-8795, he said. 


No records of complaints on the 


Stavros homes or any subsequent field 
inspections are available at the asses- 
sor's office. Such records, which are oth- 
erwise normally required, were not kept 
during the quadrennial last year because 
of the rush of complaints before final 
quadrennial figures were published, the 
spokesman said. 


In the sstrong Street area, tax breaks , 


were given In checkerboard fashion to 44 * 
lots between 6th Street and Wheeling ' 
Road north and south of Strong Street. 
The 44 were assessed at $6 a front foot 
while 83 similar lots on the same streets 
were assessed at $12 a front foot. 


A similar checkerboard pattern was fol- 


lowed last year when Wheeling rezoned 
47 lots in the area. In an unsuccessful 
homeowner suit challenging that rezon- 
Ing, it was revealed Cargill is the owner 
of the rezoned lots, many of which also 
received tax reductions. 


The assessor's office has said the 


Strong Street lots got assessment reduc- 
tions because the owners complained of 
flooding, although no records of such 
complaints are available. 


HOWEVER, an official of Wheeling 


Trust and Savings, which holds the Car- 
gill lots in four secret trusts, said the 
assessment reductions were sought be- 
cause of the lack of public utilities such 


as sewer and water in the area. 


The official, Robert Moore, said he did 


not know who at the bank contacted Cul- 
lerton's office last fall to request the re- 
ductions on the Cargill trust lots.

Two ex-trustees mum 
on grand jury subpoenas 


Former Wheeling trustees Michael Va- 


lenza and Bill Hart yesterday refused to 
comment on whether they have been sub- 
poenaed to testify before a federal grand 
jury investigating building and zoning 
practices In Wheeling. 


A current member of the village board, 


however, said both Valenza and Hart 
have been subpoenaed. Village Mgr. 
George Passolt has also appeared before 
the grand jury, and said he expects to be 
called for further testimony at a later 
date. 


When contacted yesterday, Valenza 


said he would make no comment on any 
matter to Herald reporters. "I've got 
nothing to say to you," he said. "Every- 


thing I tell you get's reversed. I'll have 
my day." 


Valenza then hung up the phone. 
Hart also refused to comment on 


whether he had been subpoenaed by the 
grand jury. "I've got nothing to say to 
you people," he said. "Why don't you 
just ask the people you found out from?" 
Hart also hung up the phone. 


Valenza could not be contacted for fur- 


ther comment on the finances for the To 
Overall-Progress party. Reports on the 
party finances for this year's village 
election have been repeatedly delayed. 
Valenza, who originally promised this In- 
formation in May, is the only person who 
has the authority to release these finan- 
cial records. 


assessed at about half the value of neigh- 
boring lots. Most said that any under- 
assessed land should be brought up to 
the proper valuation, and stressed the 
need for equal taxes. 


Most of the 44 lots are part of 47 par- 


cels rezoned last year for six-flat apart- 
ments over the protest of area residents. 
Ownership of all but three of the 44 lots 
has been traced to the Wheeling Trust 
and Savings Bank and Douglas Cargill, 
former chairman of the Wheeling zoning 
board and member of the plan commis- 
sion. 


MEMBERS OF the board came under 


fire earlier this year when the village 
rezoned the entire W. Strong Street area 
for apartments to counter a spot-zoning 
charge brought in court by residents 
challenging the zoning. 


Most trustees had little reaction to the 


fact that the land in qusstion was in the 
Strong Street area, despite the con- 
troversy that has surrounded that neigh- 
borhood. 


"I feel taxes should be equalized," said 


Trustee Al Lang. "There shouldn't be 
breaks for anybody. You pay taxes for 
services and I think it should be equal 
for everyone." 


Trustee Bill Hein had little comment 


on the matter except to point out that all 
assessments are made by the county. 
"That's strictly the county," he said. 
"They make the assessed valuations." 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted C. Scanlon said 


he knew that residents could request tax 


relief from the county assessor. "I do 
know you can go in for tax relief," he 
said. "If it's been done legally, what's 
wrong with it." 


According to the county assessors of- 


fice, the assessments were lowered be- 
cause the prperty owners complained of 
flooding in the area. The office, however, 
was unable to produce complaint records 
or field inspection reports to back up the 
statement. 


Scanlon said he had not heard of the 


tax breaks. "You leave me aghast right 
now," he said when he heard the news. 


Likewise, Trustee Ron Bruhn said he 


was not aware of the tax breaks. "It's 
the first I've ever heard of it," he said. 
"I think all property should be taxed the 
same way. How he (Cargill) got his tax 
breaks, I don't know. In fact, I'm quite 
surprised." 


Trustee John Koeppen also said he felt 


people should pay taxes on an equal 
basis. "Pay your equal taxes and then 
we'll all be equal," he said. 


THE STRONGEST reactions came 


from Trustees Ed Berger and Don Jack- 
son. "I don't know a thing about it," said 
Berger. "If that is the case, then assess- 
ments should be brought right up there. 
Of course, we don't have anything to do 
with it. That's county." 


Jackson also expressed concern for 


finding a remedy to the situation. "If 
there have been favors granted and at 
the expense of the taxpayers, then I hope 
Mr. Cargill is penalized,'.' he said.

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Residents lose driveway fight; permits already issued

Locnl builder Richard Calfn now will 


be nblc to build a driveway exiting onto 
Redwood Trail from his office building at 
1111 \V. Dundee M, because village offi- 
cials have no legal power to atop him. 


After several weeks of protest by the 


residents of Redwood and Willow trolls, 
village officials learned Monday that per- 
mits Issued by Building Director Bill Blo- 
ber give Calfa the right to build his 
driveway. 


Village Atty. Paul Homer told the 


board that if Calfa Invested money In his 
building based on the permits granted by 
Uiobcr, the village could not legally pre- 
vent his driveway from exiting onto Rod- 
wood Trail. 


ALTHOUGH CALFA promised during 


zoning hearings for his property that his 
driveways would enter and exit onto 
Dundee Road, Hamcr said this testimony 
was not binding. 


"That is not binding on the builder," 


he said. "What is binding on the builder 
Is the building permit issued by the vil- 
lage." 


Residents protesting the Redwood exit, 


however, noted that Blcber previously 
had told them that no permits had been 
issued for the driveway onto Redwood 
Trail. 


"Why have we gone through all this if 


he already had a permit?" sold Betty 
Lenlck, 13 Redwood Tr. "Four weeks ago 


he (Bleber) said he (Calfa) didn't have 
it." 


When questioned further, Bieber said 


permission for the deiveway was granted 
in August, 1972, when permits for the 
building were issued. Review of the plans 
submitted to the building department 
showed the driveway design attached to 
the plans as an overlay. 


Several residents challenged the over- 


lay's validity, saying It was an undated 
docunient and therefore might not be 
part of the original plans. They asked for 
further proof that the overlay was part 
of the plans originally approved by Bie- 
ber. 


Blcber, however, said the residents 


would merely have to take his word on 
the matter. "Mr. Bleber, that Is not 
enough," said Sheldon Moss, 38 Willow 
Tr. 


SEVERAL TRUSTEES expressed con- 


cern that Calfa will be able to go back on 
his promises to the zoning board. Some 
also expressed sympathy for the resi- 
dents' complaints that the drive onto 
Redwood Trail would cause increased 
traffic problems and be a hazard to 
small children In the area. 


Trustee Ed Bergcr, however, said he 


felt he must rely on the village experts to 
provide their opinions in such matters. 
"What we would be doing Is setting a 
very bad precedent," he said. "As such, 
we can override the decision of the direc- 


tor of building and zoning at anytime. He 
has no power." 


Berger further said that If the village 


board tried to prevent the driveway onto 
Redwood Trail, Calfa could sue the vil- 
lage. "If we refuse him at this point, he 
has grounds for legal action," he said. 


One resident challenge! the board, say-

She was 
taken by a Chicago Fire Department am- 
bulance to Northwestern-Wesley Memor- 
ial Hospital where she was treated for 
the drug overdose. A Chicago police 
spokesman yesterday called the incident 
an apparent suicide attempt. 


MIIS. EDFORS was reported in fair 


condition yesterday morning by a hospi- 
tal spokesman. She was later transferred 
by police to Chicago-Read Mental Health 
Center In Chicago. 


Police had been searching for the 


woman since June 16 when Elgin Hospi- 
tal reported her escape. Mrs. Edfors had 
apparently walked out the hospital after 
obtaining a pass from another patient at 
the hospital.

ordered Mrs. Edfors sent to the hospital 
after declaring her innocent by reason of 
insanity of the murders of her daughters. 
The girls, Pamela, 8, and Debbie, 9, 
were found bludgeoned to death with a 
hammer In their home at 3600 Jay Lane 
on Feb. 26. Mrs. Edfors was found lying 
unconscious near the girls with self-in- 
flicted cuts on her wrists and throat. 


ACCORDING TO a hotel spokesman, 


Mrs. Edfors checked into the Allcrton 
late Sunday under the name of Mrs. Pat 
Gasman of Memphis, Tenn. The spokes- 
man said hotel policy calls for patrons to 
give the name of their employer, If any, 
when registering. He said Mrs. Edfors 
told a clerk she was employed by a Dr. 
F. Sailer. 


The spokesman sold the clerk assumed 


the name belonged to a Memphis doctor. 


According to the spokesman, she paid 


for the hotel room in cash. Police said 
Mrs. Edfors also had several charge 
cards under the name of Pat Gasman, 
but no address was listed. 


Police sold yesterday they have not de- 


termined whether the cards were forged 
or taken from someone. 


The hotel spokesman described Mrs. 


Edfors as seeming "quite normal" when 
she registered at the hotel. He added 
there was no way of knowing whether 
the woman had seen any visitors while at 
the hotel. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Edfors' where- 


abouts in the three weeks since her es- 
. cape were not known. Police have been 
unable to determine where she received 
money as well. 


A police department spokesman said 


Mrs. Edfors was in a coma when she 
was found late Monday but added when 
she was revived a short time later she 
was "very hostile and creating a disturb- 
ance."

eration. 


An initial examination of the body at 


the Cook County Morgue yesterday 


shawcd no indications of foul play, 
Schwartz said. 


The body was estimated to have been 


in the water about 48 hours. 


SHERIFF'S POLICEMAN Fred Braun 


said search of the area turned up a white 
shirt, a set of keys and a wallet contain- 
ing identification belonging to Pagni. The 
articles were found in a picnic grove 
about 170 feet from where the body was 
discovered. 


The blood shortage that is seriously af-

Johnson said 
that blood donations are now coming In 
at a much slower rate than usual, rel- 
ative to the demand for blood.

present shortage occurs every year 
around this time. 


"It's a traditional kind of shortage

214 had to use its own equipment to 
do student scheduling for four schools 
last spring because the co-op could not 
do them. 


Costello added that -he was unhappy 


that Sedral had not accompanied Inkley 
to the board meeting, saying, "I'd like to 
meet the miracle worker. I'm sure he's a 
qualified man but It's going to take a 


< magician to bail this'thing out as far as 
I'm concerned."

He also said that once the NEC study 


is completed hi December, "if that study 
says the co-op is the way to go but we 
don't have any evidence in hand that it 
will work, we would be remiss to go 
ahead." 


Inkley told the board he was sure im- 


provements will be made quickly in the 
data processing operation. Inkley said he 
served as acting director of the co-op be- 
fore Sedral took over and "Mr. Sedral is 
now doing things that I thought 1 should 
have been doing but was afraid to be- 
cause I didn't have the expertise in data 
processing." 


The board also approved budgets for 


six other NEC programs, including spe- 
cial education. The Dist. 214 share of the 
other six programs is estimated at about 
$248,800.

Board snubs Friedman deal, 
seeks neiv site for garage

The Buffalo Grove Village Board has 


decided to look for a possible alternate 
site for Its public works garage which 
was originally proposed on 4.8-acrcs 
across from the village hall. 


Although there was no strong opposi- 


tion to the proposed site, the board de- 
cided Monday night to Investigate fur- 
ther and try to come up with a better 
location for the garage. 


THE SITE. WHICH Is at the southeast 


corner of Lake-Cook Road and Raupp 
Boulevard, belongs to developer, Harold 
Friedman. Friedman has offered to give 
the village tho land in lieu of $53,000 he 
owes the village for tho repair of Check- 
er Road near one of his developments. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have said tho 


property, which is estimated to be worth 
$00,000, will probably only be donated to 
the village If It grants multi-family zon- 
ing for several pieces of property along 
tho Buffalo Grove Golf Club. 


Trustees Randall Rdthjcn and Edward 


Osmon said it might be wise for the vil- 
lage to obtain the land by another meth- 
od, such as condemnation, rather than to 
compromise and grant tho zoning. 


At tho present time the village has no 


land that would bo acceptable for a pub- 
lic works garage. In a report submitted 


to the village board several months ago 
Village Mgr. Daniel Larson listed several 
possible sites. 


One area near Arlington Heights and 


Checker roads, adjacent to Well No. 2 
was ruled out by the board because it is 
too close to a residential area. Village 
officials said the site also provided poor 
access to other parts of the village. 


ANOTHER SITE near the Lake County 


sewage treatment plant on Farrington 
Drive was also ruled out because of poor 
accessibility. Still another sight, at Em- 
merich Park was dropped bccaue it was 
too small. Larson said that site would not 
meet the present, let alone tho future 
needs of tho village. 


At Monday's meeting It was 'suggested 


the village attempt to acquire a site for 
the garage outside tho village limits if 
none is suitable within them. 


Larson, however, said because tho vil- 


lage docs not have the right to condemn 
land outside Its corporate limits, it would 
have to pay the "seller's price." He said 
the village would have to pay property 
taxes on any land it owned outside its 
boundaries. 


Larson sold the site across from the 


village hall Is the best available to tho 
village. The site will provide public

school In the district for several months. 
During that time, work may be done on 
the building to hotter adapt it for the In- 
dividually Guided Education (IGE) pro- 
gram put into effect by the district last 
fall. 


THE DISTRICT'S newest school, Twin 


Groves in Buffalo Grove, is now sched- 
uled to be completed by the end of No- 
vember. If It is finished on time, Kildeer 
will be closed and its students trans- 
ferred to the new school. 


If construction delays at Twin Groves 


prevent the school from opening until 
March or April, school officials have said 
the Long Grove school will probably re- 
main open at least until the end of the 
school year. 


When Twin Groves is opened, the ca- 


pacity of tho district will far exceed the 
number of students. School officials have 
decided to operate only two of the 
schools until the student population in- 
creases. 


A committee of school board members 


and residents, formed several months 
ago to study the future use of facilities in 
the district, will recommend that the 
school board remodel Kildeer School if 
the building is closed. 


Tho committee is expected to offer its 


recommendation to the board at 8 p.m. 
Monday at Kildeer School. The board 
will make the final decision on whether 
or not the remodeling will be done and 
what it will include. 


THE COMMITTEE, chaired by school 


board member Tom Rusk, will suggest 
that the heating system of the building 
be improved and the courtyard behind 
the library enclosed to expand the area 
Into a learning center. 


Rusk iiaid school officials had talked 


about the possibility of converting the 
school's oil heating system to gas as part 
of tho remodeling, but were told by gas 
suppliers they will not be able to obtain 
fuel during the current shortage. Fuel 


will be available, they have been told, 
for the learning center. 


Improvements recommended 'by the 


committee are estimated at $352,560. Ac- 
cording to Supt. Bill Hitzeman, $330,500 
in funds from the district's 1071 referen- 
dum is available for the project. Hitze- 
man said the difference could be made 
up with other district funds. 


In that bond issue, $465,000 of the total 


$835,000 was allocated for the purchase of 
three school sites. The Twin Groves site 
was purchased and school officials are 
currently negotiating to buy another site 
on Gllmcr Road. 


THE THIRD SITE, on a parcel known 


as the Wagner property, south of Apta- 
kisic Road and east of Arlington Heights 
Road, was donated to the district by the 
developer, Levitt & Sons, Inc. 


Chapman and Cutler, bonding attor- 


neys for the district, have assured school 
officials that since the Wagner site was 
donated to the district, the money that 
would have been used to purchase the 
property may be used to remodel Kil- 
deer. Improvements to the school were 
approved by voters in the referendum. 


Along with students, the books and li- 


brary facilities at Kildeer are to be 
transferred to Twin Groves. Plans are 
also to move audio visual aids. Hitzeman 
told the committee at a meeting last 
Monday night that replacing the equip- 
ment when Kildeer is reopened will not 
be a problem. 


THE MOVE IS scheduled to take place 


while students are on Christmas vaca- 
tion. 


Children in special education classes in 


the district will not be affected by the 
proposed remodeling at Kildeer. 


Plans are to provide one class at Kil- 


deer and one at Willow Grove School in 
Buffalo Grove next fall. During the time 
Kildeer is closed for improvements, spe- 
cial education students will be able to 
attend classes in the section of the build- 
ing not under construction.

Elaine Edfors 
Woman in murder case found 


Elaine Edfors, the 34-year-old Rolling 


Meadows woman who escaped from El- 
gin State Hospital last month, will bo re- 
turned to custody of the hospital, Chicago 
police said yesterday. 


Mrs. Edfors, who was found innocent 


by reason of insanity of the Feb. 26 mur- 
ders of her daughters was found late 
Monday in a downtown Chicago hotel un- 
conscious from an apparent overdose of 
drugs. 


A maid at the Allcrton Hotel, 701 N. 


Michigan, found Mrs. Edfors lying un- 
conscious under her bed in Room 1723, a 
hotel spokesman said yesterday. She was 
taken by a Chicago Fire Department am- 
bulance to Northwestern-Wesley Memor- 
ial Hospital where she was treated for 
the drug overdose. A Chicago police 
spokesman yesterday called the incident 
an apparent suicide attempt. 


MRS. EDFORS was reported in fair 


condition yesterday morning by a hospi- 
tal spokesman. She was later transferred 
by police to Chicago-Read Mental Health 
Center in Chicago. 


Police had been searching for the 


woman since June 16 when Elgin Hospi- 
tal reported her escape. Mrs, Edfors had 
apparently walked out the hospital after 
obtaining a pass from another patient at 
the hospital. 


Circuit Court Judge Louis Garlppo had 


ordered Mrs. Edfors sent to the hospital

after declaring her Innocent by reason of 
insanity of the murders of her daughters. 
The girls, Pamela, -8, and Debbie, 9, 
were found bludgeoned to death with a 
hammer in their home at 3600 Jay Lane 
on Feb. 26. -Mrs. Edfors was found lying 
unconscious near the girls with self-in- 
flicted cuts on her wrists and throat. 


ACCORDING TO a hotel spokesman, 


Mrs. Edfors checked Into the Allerton 
late Sunday under the name of Mrs. Pat 
Gasman of Memphis, Tenn. The spokes- 
man said hotel policy calls for patrons to 
give the name of their employer, If any, 
when registering. He said Mrs. Edfors 
told a clerk she was employed by a Dr. 
F. Salter. 


The spokesman said the clerk assumed 


the name belonged to a Memphis doctor. 


According to the spokesman, she paid 


for the hotel room in cash. Police said 
Mrs. Edfors also had several charge 
cards under the name of Pat Gasman, 
but no address was listed. 


Police said yesterday they have not de- 


termined whether the cards were forged 
or taken from someone. 


The hotel spokesman described Mrs. 


Edfors as seeming "quite normal" when 
she registered at the hotel. He added 
there was no way of knowing whether 
the woman had seen any visitors while at 
the hotel. 


POLICE SAID Mrs. Edfprs' where- 


abouts in the three weeks since her es- 
cape were not known. Police have been 
unable to determine where she received 
money as well. 


A police department spokesman said 


Mrs. Edfors was in a coma when she 
was found late Monday but added when 
she was revived a short time later she 
was "very hostile and creating a disturb- 
ance." 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis R. 


Case said yesterday official confirmation 
of Mrs. Edfors' return had not yet been 
sent to the department or to the woman's 
husband, Thomas. Thomas Edfors and 
the couple's third child, Timmie, 6, have 
moved out of their Rolling Meadows 
home and are living in the Chicago area. 


Blood shortage being felt in suburbs, too 


The blood shortage that is seriously af- 


fecting the City of Chicago also is being 
felt In the Northwest suburbs, according 
to Joel Johnson, of the North Suburban 
Blood Center. 


The shortage In Chicago has alredy 


hurt several city hospitals, particularly 
those In the Inner city. Johnson said that 
while suburban hospitals aren't post- 
poning surgery yet because of the short- 
ago, the effects are being felt. 


"WE SEEM TO be holding our own 


now, but at the same time we're feeling 
the pinch too," he said. 


Burt Chotincr, vice president for ad- 


ministration at the Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital, said the hospital is extend- 
ing its hours for blood donation to the 
evening for the duration of the shortage. 
The hospital will accept blood donations 
Tuesdays and Thursdays during the day 
and in the evening. 


Chotincr said anyone Interested In do- 


nating blood to the hospital should con- 
tact the hospital's blood bank. 


The North Suburban Blood Center pro- 


vides blood for all of the north and 
Northwest suburban hospitals except for 


Skokle Valley Community Hospital in 
Skokie. The center has an Inventory con- 
trol system which relays information on 
which hospitals need blood. Johnson said 
that blood donations are now coming In 
at a much slower rate than usual, rel- 
ative to the demand for blood. 


ACCORDING TO Marion Fuji!, an ad- 


ministrative assistant at the center, the 
present shortage occurs every year 
around this time. 


"It's a traditional kind of shortage 


we're' having. Every summer we go 
through the same thing, basclally be- 
cause of the heat," she said.

Solving the problem of pollution "is no 


longer a question of criticizing other 
people," said the instructor of a summer 
course in environmental field studies at 
High School Dist. 211. 


Like most courses dealing with the en- 


vironment, students study the causes of 
pollution and learn that the problem has 
become progressively worse, but teacher 
Sue Peterson likes to take her course a 
step further. 


"I'm striving for application of what 


they have learned," she said, "They now 
have knowledge and It is their responsi- 
bility to use It." 


The ID students In Mrs. Peterson's 


class combine reports, field trips, and 
lab research with projects for improving 
the environment. An on-going project of 
the class and other classes at Dist. 211 is 
a nature, center at Conant High School, 


The nature center is a wooded marsh 


area located just east of the Conant 
campus across Plum Grove Road. Stu- 
dents "actually act in preserving the en- 
vironment" by clearing rubbish, planting 
trees and making trails, Mrs. Peterson 
said. 


THE FIRST STEP in eliminating pol- 


lution is to make people aware of the 
p r o b l e m , Mrs. Peterson said, but 
"people understand that now." It's time 
to ask, "What are the causes? What are 
the positive things that are being done? 
What are people trying to do to solve the 
problem?" she said. "The danger Is 
people are so used to hearing it they 
settle back and nothing gets done.'-' 


The five week environmental studies 


course is designed to teach students the 
causes of pollution, show them what gov- 
ernment agencies and community resi- 
dents are doing to solve the problems, 
and encourage them to get Involved In 
ecology projects. 


The class meets at 8 a.m. at Conant 


High School every weekday and ends at 
the conclusion of a field trip sometime in 
the afternoon. When the five weeks are 
over, students will have completed 120 
hours of work in class. 


In examining the different causes of 


pollution Mrs. Peterson tries to "show 
kids how the problems aren't separate 
entities." What one person does affects 
another and "it's all one complex, Inter- 


related system," she said. 


ONE OF THE biggest problems hi the 


environment today is poor planning for 
land use because it can lead to many 
other pollution problems, like flooding, 
water pollution, power shortages, cut- 
backs in the food supply, and the dis- 
appearance of wildlife. Mrs. Peterson 
said. 


Students study the problems of zoning 


and village planning. They listen to guest 
speakers from the Northwest suburbs 
who are involved In village planning and 
examine the history of land use in the 
area. 


To study the problems of flooding, Mrs. 


Peterson brings the subject "down to 
home," by scheduling a tour of the Salt 
Creek flood plain. Students tour their 
own neighborhoods, pinpointing areas of 
flooding and examining the causes. A 
representative from the U.S. Soil Con- 
servation Service explains the Salt Creek 
Watershed project to students and lectur- 
es on soil erosion In the area. 


A tour of the sewage treatment plant 


in Hanover Park and a speech from a 
Metropolitan Sanitary District represen- 


tative is Included in the section of the 
course on water pollution. 


STUDENTS ALSO consider the possi- 


bility of a water shortage in the North- 
west suburbs. "The shortage of water out 
here is going to become acute," said 
Mrs. Peterson, because more water Is 
being taken out of the underground water 
table than is replenished by rain. The 
class visited the Chicago filtration plant 
to see how the city solves Its water prob- 
lem. 


Other topics include transportation 


problems and auto pollution with a lec- 
ture from the Chicago Transit Authority, 
the power shortage with a tour of a nu- 
clear power plant, the food shortage with 
lectures from DeKalb Agronomic Re- 
search Co. and wildlife conservation with 
a field trip to the Crabtree Nature Cen- 
ter. 


At the end of the course students will 


have a chance to try out what they have 
learned by planning a high school build- 
ing. They will walk through a vacant 40- 
acre site purchased by Dist. 211, exam- 
ining the topography of the land and plan 
the location of buildings, parking lots, 
athletic fields and drainage basins.

The Palatine Village Board this week 


commissioned a $10,500 updating of tho 
village's 1061 master plan by the same 


firm that prepared a llttlc-uscd $10,000 
downtown study last year. 


Tho trustees engaged Rolf C. Campbell 


Amateur hockey association 
may be able to hold raffle 


Leaden of the Palatine Amateur Hock- 


ey Association (PAHA) may be able to 
sponsor a raffle this year although tho 
Palatine Park District cannot legally 
support tho sale of raffle tickets. 


Plans for alternatives arc still in tho 


talking stage, but officials with tho 
PA HA may be able to set up a mothers' 
club, boosters or other separate organiza 
lions to conduct tho raffle, then receive 
the proceeds through a donation. 


Tho hockey association and park dis- 


trict are co-sponsors of a winter program 
Involving more than 550 boys. 


At a meeting last night, PAHA Pros. 


Dick Abrahamson told park officials that 
without the raffle sales, tho association 
would have to raiso an extra $10,000 this 
year, and other fund-raising methods 
wouldn't bring In enough revenue. 


Tho raffle controversy surfaced two 


weeks ago when park commissioners 
said they could not support the sale of 
raffle tickets in park-affiliated programs. 
Under state law, a park district is techni- 
cally not allowed to sponsor gambling or 
lotteries. But according to hockey associ- 
ation board members, tho state's attor- 
ney's office last year said It would not 
prosecute tho association even if it did 
have the fund-raising raffle. 


THE PARK DISTRICT supports the 
program with $2,000 annually and some 
working tlmo of staff members. This 
year's budget for the PAHA totaled 
$52,000. 


"Our view (of the raffle) would be dif- 


ferent if tho lottery was not connected 
directly to registration," park commis- 
sioner Paul Jensen told the PAHA offi- 
cials. 


Jensen said that he personally opposes 


the lottery for ethical reasons. 


Lost year, tho first time the raffle 


sales were part of the booming hockey 
program, youths .were required to sell 
$10 to $23 In tickets to supplement their 
registration fee. Many of the boys sold 
more than that requirement. 


Hockey fees may bo boosted to $30 for 


the youngest house league players up to 
a possible $1BO for the older boys and the 
traveling teams without a raffle. 


If the raffle is sponsored through a 


separate organization, tho higher fees 
may be set at the start of the season, but 
a successful raffle could mean lower fees 
for the boys during the season. 


No decision has been made to solve the 


problem. 


The raffle system is currently being 


used by area Little Leagues to supple- 
ment their budgets.

built, using state funds. State officials 
have said the trailer court will be 
moved, but no one knows where. 


According to several residents of the 


trailer court, no official from any agency 
has ever contacted them about the relo- 
cation of their homes. "The only thing 
we know Is what we read in the papers," 
is a common response from the resi- 
dents. 


The trailer park borders the creek In

The flood-control plan for the Salt

Part of the money will be used for "re- 


location assistance" to the trailer park 
residents. The assistance Includes finding 
new home or business sites, money for 
moving expenses and, in the case of a 
business, funds to replace lost income. 


After last year's flooding, residents 


said they were willing to move. One even 
offered to do the job himself, without any 
financial assistance, if "they would tell 
me where to put it." 


The "where to put It" Is the big stum- 


bling block. No one knows where to relo- 
cate the residents of the trailer park. 


NEIGHBORING 
MUNICIPALITIES 


refuse to take the park within their 
boundaries for economic and prejudicial 
reasons. 


The economic reason Is simple. A mo- 


bile home resident is exempt from pay- 
ing real estate taxes. If a municipality 
were to accept a park, It would be re- 
quired to provide the full range of gov- 
ernment services, but receive nothing In 
taxes. 


Trailer parks in unincorporated areas 


usually contract for fire department ser- 
vice, depend on the county sheriff for 
police protection and develop their own 
utility systems. 


The prejudicial reason against accept- 


ing a trailer (.ark is the belief that a 


mobile home park within municipal 
boundaries will depress property values, 
something no homeowner will accept 
without a fight. 


OTHER TRAILER PARKS also refuse 


to take the residents of the Elk Grove 
Mobile Home Trailer Park. Most trailer 
park owners 
refuse to accept some- 


one with his own- trailer. They gen- 
erally insist that a person buy a trailer 
within tlieir park before permitting 
someone to move in. 


Government agencies have disputed 


who would be responsible for moving the 
people, if federal money were available. 
Originally, the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District had the responsibility be- 
cause it would be the district that ac- 
quired the trailer park land to donate to 
the flood control project.

County records show that the land under 


homes owned by Ted Stavros, 10 N. Wild- 
wood Dr., and Ernest Stavros, 19 E. 
Slonegato Dr., Is assessed at half the rate 
applied to their neighbors. 


A spokesman for Cullorton's office said 


the reductions were given because both 
owners complained of flood damage to 
their properties. He cited similar assess- 
ment reductions given to a number of 
properties In Country Gardens subdivi- 
sion, where the Stavros homes arc lo- 
cated. 


BUT A CHECK of records on other lots 


In the subdivision shows that the two 
Stavros homes are the only properties 
east of Sherwood Drive in Country Gar- 
dens to receive tax assessment reduc- 
tions. 


The assessor's office also said yester- 


day that no changes will be made In the 
assessments of 44 scattered lots in 
Wheeling's Strong Street area which also 
received tax breaks last year. 


An Inspection of tho Strong Street area 


this week Indicated that tho lots involved 
"were deserving of relief," the Cullcrton 
spokesman said.

He said Mrs. Edfors 
told a clerk she was employed by a Dr. 
F. Saltcr. 


The spokesman said the clerk assumed 


the name belonged to a Memphis doctor. 


According to the spokesman, she paid 


for the hotel room In cash. Police said 
Mrs. Edfors also had several charge 
cards under the name of Pat Casman, 
but no address was listed. 


Police said yesterday they have not de- 


termined whether the cards were forged 
or taken from someone. 


The hotel spokesman described Mrs. 


Edfors as seeming "quite normal" when 
she registered at the hotel. He added 
there was no way of knowing whether 
the woman had seen any visitors while at 
the hotel.

Confused about economic 
controls? You're not alone 


Base Price

President Nixon's economic gome plan 


has baffled university economists, en- 
raged conservative defenders of lalssez- 
falre, fueled now debate on Capitol Hill 
and just plain confused Tlllle Mcnsching. 


Mrs. Mcnsching Is not a stupid woman. 


Quite the opposite, she has successfully 
managed the Lorraine-Anne dress shop 
in Arlington Heights for the past 24 
years. 


But like many other small business 


owners, she is a little bewildered, unsure 
and skeptical of just what is required of 
her these days as a retail merchant. 


"I don't see why they have to have 


price controls. Wo just go along as we 
always do. You see, we have to hold 
prices down because much of what we 
sell is also on sale In other stores." 


MRS. MENSCHING was interviewed 


yesterday morning when, she said, she 
was preparing to go to the Arlington 
Height* Chamber of Commerce lo pick 
up a price Information poster and cus- 
tomer information forms that the cham- 
ber's newsletter had just told her were 
required under the present price freeze. 


Phase 3!i dictates that signs offering 


customers base price information should 
have been posted by June 24, says Earl 
Johnson, executive director of the Arling- 
ton Heights Chamber of Commerce. 


But Introducing a now economic phase, 


especially among small store owners, is 
becoming Increasingly easier said than 
done. 


"I don't think many retailers have 


really taken this to heart yet," Johnson 
says. That is why he devoted the front 
page of the chamber's monthly news- 
letter to: "The Price Freeze Is In Effect 
and You are Affected." 


CARL LUETTSCHWAGER, manager 


of the Arlington Bootery and Men's Wear 
at 8 N. Dunton Ave., said he simply 
wasn't aware that a sign was required in 
his store. 


"I've got the price information but I 


didn't know I have to post it. Maybe I 
do," he said. 


Luettschwager said he did post a sign 


during Phase I, that was back in 1971. 
But ho took it down when, during Phase 
II, his shoe store and most other small 
businesses became exempt from govern- 
ment price ceilings. 


"The rule changes under Phase II con- 


fused everybody. At first, everyone was 
covered. Then businesses that did less > 
than $200,000 in trade and hod less than 
60 employes were exempted and finally I 
think a lot of people just said the hell 
with it," Johnson said. 


LUETTSCHWAGER, who has worked 


at the Arlington Bootery for 31 years, 
says he had not had one customer ask 
him about base prices since government 
controls were first Imposed in August, 
1971. 


"We're not that big and many of our 


items come pre-tlcketed (by the manu- 
facturer)," he said, adding that manu- 
facturers have found ways around the 
price freeze such as adding a 25-cent 
"service charge" to certain shoe orders. 


A spokesman for the Internal Revenue 


Service, which Is responsible for policing 
the wage-price controls, admitted that 
the government does nothing to inform 
store managers directly of their obliga- 
tions under the changing economic 
phases. 


But Johnson says compliance officers 


are in the area to inspect for the price 
Information signs. 


Among the retailing Gollaths, the lat- 


est price announcements are sifted and 
studied by staffs of attorneys and ac- 
countants huddled together In corporate 
conference rooms. The information is 
neatly printed and sent to perhaps thou- 
sands of store outlets across the country. 


BUT AT MARGE'S Apparel Sample 


Shop, 10 N. Dunton, it took manager 
Marge Lc Meillcur two days to hand in- 
ventory her stock and list it on a 16-page 
price sheet. 


"That's time I could have devoted to 


my customers," she says, adding that 
while she does not agree with all the con- 
trols, she makes every effort to follow 
them. 


"I try to keep up so I'm not at a loss, 


but it is a little confusing. 1 have mixed 
emotions about the controls," she says. 


At Ace Hardware, 15 S. Dunton, store 


manager Ronald Herrmann said he too 
was not aware that Phase 3% required 
him to post a price information sign. 


"We're maintaining prices here and 


have not had any problems," Herrmann 
said, explaining that he has refused to 
accept hardware supplies from manufac- 
turers that have substantially increased 
the cost of their product. 


HERRMANN says he does not have a 


Phase I sign to use during the current 
price freeze because he has only been In 
business a year. 


"I wish it would end some place. No- 


body really knows what's going on. One 
day you hear something and the next day 
you hear something else," he says. ' 


"We're always in the position of having 


to react rather than act," says Johnson.

alternatives to the traditional high 
school, according to Supt. Edward Gil- 
bert. 


JENNESS' annual salary in the new 


job will be $26,000. His salary as Forest 
View principal this year has been $28,500. 
He was not given a raise when adminis- 
trative salaries for the 1973-74 school 
year were approved last month. 


Gilbert said he expects to name a new 


Forest View principal in August after 
district employes have the chance to ap- 
ply for the post. 


In a letter addressed to Gilbert July 6, 


Jenness said he was a candidate for the 
new job, adding, "I understand that 
some reduction in salary would result 
from such a reassignment; however, I 
believe that in the long run I could bene- 
fit from the change." 


Jenness' letter continues, "You are 


aware, I think, both of my interest in 
seeking out new patterns for the educa- 
tion of young people and of my desire to 
gain experience at the district level. I 
would welcome the opportunity to devote 
more of my time to the development of 
innovative approaches to the learning 
process and I would look upon this as- 
signment as a challenge. While I have 
enjoyed my years in the principalshlp, 


my own personal and 
professional 


growth needs could well be served by 
this assignment. Thank you very much 
for bringing this opportunity to my atten- 
tion." 


GILBERT said he has considered crea- 


tion of the coordinators job for some 
time and, "I was aware of Dr. Jenness' 
interest in this area." Jenness, Gilbert 
said, has applied for superintendencies in 
other school districts and "out of his In- 
terest in his new position and desire to 
function in a different role, everything 
just came together." 


The Dist. 214 Board held a special 


closed meeting to discuss personnel on 
Saturday, June 30, with Jenness and Gil- 
bert. Board members had no comment 
on Jenness' appointment when they ap- 
proved it Monday. 


Jenness began as a speech teacher at 


Arlington High School In 1932 and served 
as assistant principal at Prospect High 
School before becoming Forest View 
principal. 


In his years at Forest View, the school 


became known as a leader in innovation 
in the district. Last year the school was

The most serious and unsolved prob- 


lem, in terms 
of Impact on human 


lives, for tlio Upper Sail Creek flood-con- 
trol program Is covered in two simple 
paragraphs. 


These paragraphs in the flood control 


plan arc: 


"Installation of structure one will re- 


sult In the displacement of about 700 per- 
sons and one business. A trailer court 
with about 170 owner-occupied mobile 
homes and homesltc rental units will be 
acquired as part of the land rights. A 
grocery business will be displaced as 
part of the trailer court operation. Three 


families occupying rental apartments 
over the grocery store will also be dis- 
placed." 


"Relocation payments to eligible dis- 


placed persons Include moving and re- 
lated expenses, financial assistance for 
replacement housing for displaced per- 
sons whose dwellings were acquired, and 
loss of income payments for displaced 
businesses." 


THE PEOPLE REFERRED to In the 


two paragraphs are the residents of the 
Elk Grove Mobile Home Trailer Park, 
Ml W. Iligglns Rd. When the floodwatcr 
retention basin Is built in the Busse 
Woods of the Ned Brown Forest Pre- 
serve, their homes will be under water. 
No one can say what will happen to the 
residents or their trailers. 


Last week, Gov. Daniel Walker an- 


nounced the retention basin would be 
built, using state funds. State officials 
have said the trailer court will be 
moved, but no one knows where. 


According to several residents of the 


trailer court, no official from any agency 
has ever contacted them about the relo- 
cation of their homes. "The only thing 
we know Is what we read in the papers," 
is a common response from the resi- 
dents. 


The trailer park borders the creek In 


the forest preserve. All the land sur- 
rounding the park Is owned by the Cook 
County Forest Preserve District, which 
has purchased the property over the 
years. The district could not afford to 
buy the trailer court property. 


A F T E R LAST SUMMER'S heavy 


rains, residents were forced to evacuate 
their homes for about two days. 


The flood-control plan for the Salt 


Creek is a project to build a series of 
retention basins along the creek at a to- 
tal cost of $26 5 million. 


Part of the money will be used for "re- 


location assistance" to the trailer park 
residents. The assistance includes finding 
new home or business sites, money for 
moving expenses and, in the case of a 
business, funds to replace lost income. 


After last year's flooding, residents 


said they were willing to move. One even 
offered to do the job himself, without any 
financial assistance, If "they would tell 
me where to put it." 


The "where to put it" is the big stum- 


bling block. No one knows where to relo- 
cate the residents of the trailer park. 


NEIGHBORING 
MUNICIPALITIES 


refuse to take the park within their 
boundaries for economic and prejudicial 
reasons. 


The economic reason is simple. A mo- 


bile home resident Is exempt from pay- 
ing real estate taxes. If a municipality 
were to accept a park, It would be re- 
quired to provide the full range of gov- 
ernment services, but receive nothing in 
taxes. 


Trailer parks in unincorporated areas 


usually contract for fire department ser- 
vice, depend on the county sheriff for 
police protection and develop their own 
utility systems. 


The prejudicial reason against accept- 


ing a trailer {.ark is the belief that a 


mobile home park within municipal 
boundaries will depress property values, 
something no homeowner will accept 
without a fight. 


OTHER TRAILER PARKS also refuse 


to take the residents of the Elk Grove 
Mobile Home Trailer Park. Most trailer 
park owners 
refuse to accept some- 


one with his own trailer. They gen- 
erally insist that a person buy a trailer 
within their park before permitting 
someone to move In. 


Government agencies have disputed 


who would be responsible for moving the 
people, If federal money were available. 
Originally, the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve District had the responsibility be- 
cause it would be the district that ac- 
quired the trailer park land to donate to 
the flood control project. 


Forest preserve officials 
protested, 


however, saying they were not in the 
real estate business. They said the dis- 
trict had neither the personnel nor the 
administrative experience to handle 
relocation. 
They 
would be 
forced 


to obtain expensive, special personnel for 
a one-time operation. 


The state department of transportation 


made a tentative agreement to assume 
responsibility for moving the people. 


RELOCATION, with all its inherent 


problems, is a more desirable alternative 
for the trailer park than a proposal that 
had been considered by the state-building 
a dike around the park. 


State officials said if relocation money 


was not made available, the state would 
take control of the park, refusing to per- 
mit any new residents to move in. As the 
present owners left, the state would ac- 
quire more of the park. 


While the park still had residents, a 


dike would be built around it to keep out 
the water from the retention basin. 
Pumps would be installed to prevent any 
accumulation of water. 


Now, with relocation funds available, 


the "Little Holland" proposal is no long- 
er considered, but there is still not place 
for the people to go.

ders of her daughters was found late 
Monday In a downtown Chicago hotel un- 
conscious from an apparent overdose of 
drugs. 


A maid at the Allerton Hotel, 701 N. 


Michigan, found Mrs. Edfors lying un- 
conscious under her bed in Room 1723, a 
hotel spokesman said yesterday. She was 
taken by a Chicago Fire Department am- 
bulance to Northwestern-Wesley Memor- 
ial Hospital where she was treated for 
the drug overdose. A Chicago police 
spokesman yesterday called the incident 
an apparent suicide attempt. 


MRS. EDFORS was reported hi fair 


condition yesterday morning by a hospi- 
tal spokesman. She was later transferred 
by police to Chicago-Read Mental Health 
Center in Chicago. 


Police had been searching for the 


woman since June 16 when Elgin Hospi- 
tal reported her escape. Mrs. Edfors had 
apparently walked out the hospital after 
obtaining a pass from another pqtiont at 
the hospital. 


Circuit Court Judge Louis Garippo had 


ordered Mrs. Edfors sent to the hospital 
after declaring her innocent by reason of 
insanity of the murders of her daughters. 
The girls, Pamela, 8, and Debbie, 9, 
were found bludgeoned to death with a 
hammer in their home at 3600 Jay Lane 
on Feb. 26. Mrs. Edfors was found lying 
unconscious near the girls with self-in- 
flicted cuts on her wrists and throat. 


ACCORDING TO a hotel spokesman, 


Mrs. Edfors checked Into the Allerton 
late Sunday under the name of Mrs. Pat 
Gasman of Memphis, Tenn. The spokes- 
man said hotel policy calls for patrons to 
give the name of their employer, if any, 
when registering. He said Mrs. Edfors 
told a clerk she was employed by a Dr. 
F. Sailer. 


The spokesman said the clerk assumed 


the name belonged to a Memphis doctor. 


According to the spokesman, she paid 


for the hotel room in cash. Police said 
Mrs. Edfors also had several charge 
cards under the name of Pat Gasman, 
but no address was listed. 


Police said yesterday they have not de- 


termined whether the cards were forged 
or taken from someone. 


The hotel spokesman described Mrs. 


Edfors as seeming "quite normal" when

Mrs. Edfors was In a coma when she 
was found late Monday but added when 
she was revived a short time later she 
was "very hostile and creating a disturb- 
ance."

Case said yesterday official confirmation 
of Mrs. Edfors' return had not yet been 
sent to the department or to the woman's 
husband, Thomas. Thomas Edfors and 
the couple's third child, Timmie, 6, have 
moved out of their Rolling Meadows 
home and are living in the Chicago area.
